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Papal Pardon? 


A petition containing the signatures of more than half of 
Portugal's prison population istobehandedto 
Parliament inthe hope that politicians will agree to grant 
an amnesty that will coincide with the inaugural visit of 
Pope Benedict XVI to Portugal. While prisoners serving 
time for serious offences might be praying for a miracle, 
thousands of small-time offenders, such as motorists 
facing losingtheirdriver's licences, will hope that the 
Pope'svisitwill beamemorableone. 


Despite being increasingly less 
common, Portugal has a history 
of issuing amnesties, with a total 
of seven granted during the 1 980s 
and 1990s, resulting from papal 
visits or an ni versaries of the 1974 
revolution. 

The visits to Portugal in 1 983 
and 1994 by Pope John Paul II 
both resulted in amnesties, 
though his whirlwind trip in 
2000, the last occasion a Pope 
visited the country, did not result 
in an amnesty. 

At the time, the argument 
against such a decision was that a 
general amnesty hadbeen granted 
in April 1999 to mark the 25* 
anniversary of the revolution and 
that a second one in the space of 
just a year would be sending out 
the wrong message. 

But for those pinning their 
hopes on a petition containing 
5,000 signatures resulting in a 
minor reprieve were dealt a blow 
this week as political parties ap- 
peared wary of turning the Pon- 
tiff s long-awaited visit into one 


remembered for a widespread 
amnesty, especially at a time 
when crime is high on the agenda 
of concerns amongst Portuguese. 

A spokesperson for the Chris- 
tian Democrats (CDS-PP) told 
The Portugal News this week 
that his party was not looking to 
present aproposal to Parliament 
granting a pardon to the country’ s 
offenders. 

“As far as I can tell, we will not 
be tabling an amnesty for discus- 
sion in Parliament to coincide 
withthe Pope’s visit, said Pedro 
Salgueiro. 

“At a time when crime is in- 
creasingly serious, more violent 
and more organised, a time when 
feeble laws and sentences are be- 
ing applied, any sign of permis- 
siveness inthe fight against crime 
willbe counter-productive”, said 
Nuno Magalhaes, who deals with 
matters relating to security for 
the CDS-PP was recently quoted 
as telling the i newspaper. 

Other parties have followed 
similar lines, with the ruling-So- 


cialists saying previous amnes- 
ties often turned out to be “un- 
fair”. 

The PSD, PCP and Left Bloc 
have also so far distanced them- 
selves from leading the way and 
tabling aproposal in Parliament 
to discuss and vote on an am- 
nesty. 

But for Fernando Silva, the 
lawyer who is leading the move- 
ment for a pardon, there is scope 
to force an amnesty ruling 
through in Parliament. 

“Portugal is the only Euro- 
pean country which has not yet 
approved any form of amnesty 
this century”, he argued, adding 
that while the initiative will un- 
doubtedly serve to commemo- 
rate the papal visit, it will coin- 
cide withthe centennial celebra- 


tions of the Portuguese Repub- 
lic while also marking the Euro- 
pean Y ear Against Exclusion. 

The petition, which calls for 
the full pardon of minor misde- 
meanours and apercentage reduc- 
tion on all j ail sentences, was also 
handed over to the Lisbon Patri- 
arch. 

“The petition is an appeal to 
His Holiness the Pope to inter- 
vene” and discuss the matter with 
Portuguese authorities during his 
visit from May 1 1 to May 14, 
Fernando Silva explained. He fur- 
ther stressed that Portugal is cur- 
rently the country with the high- 
est average of effective time 
spent behind bars in Europe and 
term reductions would not be un- 
just as is being suggested in cer- 
tain quarters. 



Private banks rake in millions - a day 


During what was described as 
one of the most serious financial 
crises in recent times, Portugal’s 
four largest private banks reaped 
in €392 million during the first 
three months ofthis year, though 
this still remains two percent 
down compared with the same 
period in 2009. BES bank was the 
only private institution to report 
a growth in takings. 

At a time when the financial 
markets are experiencing unprec- 
edented turmoil, marred further 
by speculation of the growing 
costs of Portuguese debt and the 
recent mini-crash of European 
stock markets, the bank sector is, 
in its maj ority, witnessing a drop 
in profits. 

During the first three months 
of 2009, BES, BCP, BPI and 
Santander’s net profit was of 
€399.7 million. This year that 
amountfellto€391 .9million,two 
percent less than the year before. 

Even so, per day, each of the 
afore-mentioned banks netted 
€4.35 million in revenue . 


At the end of the first quarter 
of 20 10, and in comparison to the 
same period of 2009, all of the 
afore-mentioned institutions had 
reported losses, withthe excep- 
tion of BES. 

BPI suffered the greatest drop 
in profit, with takings tenpercent 
down on last year’s, to €45 mil- 
lion. 


This week during a presenta- 
tion the head of BES announced 
the institution was in the final 
stages of finalizing the acquisition 
of purchasing a minority 
shareholding in Mozambique’s 
Moza Bank. 

At the same time it was BES 
that lost the most on the stock 
market. 


During the first three months 
ofthis year the institution fell by 
1 1 percent and lost €664 million 
euros. BES was followed by BPI, 
which lost€ 135 million, and BCP, 
which registered the smallest 
losses on the capital market, at 
€94 million. Europe’s second 
largest bank, Santander, lost, in 
total, €14 billion.

Portugal loans Greece €2bn in Eurozone bailout 


□ Cash-strapped Portugal will loan Greece 

more than €2 billion as part of the €80 billion 
Eurozone bailout for Athens agreed at the 
weekend by the group's finance ministers. 


“The Portuguese share corre- 
sponds to €2.064 billion, equiva- 
lent to our participation” in the 
European Central Bank, Lis- 
bon’ s finance minister, Fernando 
Teixeirados Santos, toldjoumal- 
ists in Brussels. 

“We will obviously have to 
assume this commitment and 
must respect it”, he added. “What 
is at stake is not exactly Greece, 
but the single currency, our cur- 
rency the Euro”. 

Teixeirados Santos said there 
was “no risk of losing” the loaned 
money. 

The agreed bailout involves a 
total of €110 billion over three 
years - €80 billion provided by 
Athens’ Eurozone partners and 
€30 billion from the IMF. 

The minister said Portugal’s 
Socialist government would “do 
everything” to ensure that its own 
austerity programme would be 
successful in order to avoid fac- 
ing Greece’ s predicament. 

The government, he said, 
would present parliament with a 
series of additional belt-tighten- 


ing measures this week, along 
with the loan proposal for Ath- 
ens. 

Following, this announce- 
ment, Portuguese President 
Cavaco Silva this week welcomed 
agreement on a bailout package 
for Greece, saying it was “good 
news for Europe and for the in- 
ternational community”. 

“It will also constitute proof 
that the values of responsibility 
and solidarity, already con- 
tained in the Schuman Declara- 
tion more than 50 years ago, re- 
main alive”, the president told 
EU diplomats at a reception at 
Belem Palace. 

An economist, Cavaco Silva 
said European integration was 
facing one of its “greatest chal- 
lenges” and that the fate of the 
Euro is “fundamental to the fu- 
ture of Europe”. 

“There is not, there can not be 
any room for stepping back from 
the Euro because the costs would 
by unbearable”, he said in ex- 
pressing his support for aid to 
Athens. TPN/Lusa 


EC should target US ratings agencies - Lisbon 
Sociaiist leader 

The European Union should consider bringing lawsuits against 
US ratings agencies and study the creation of its own ratings insti- 
tution, the parliamentary leader of Portugal’ s ruling Socialist party 
said. 

“Such measures would only make sense if they were applied at 
the Europe- wide level”, Francisco Assis said in comments to Lusa 
News Agency, dismissing the effectiveness of such initiatives by 
a single country. 

Noting that some US states had filed lawsuits against Moody’ s 
and Standard & Poor’ s, Assis said the EU should consider doing 
the same, charging the ratings agencies had contributed to specu- 
lative attacks against weaker EU economies. 

Brussels, he added should look at “promoting the creation of 
such an agency” of its own. TPN/Lusa 

EU makes upward revision of growth forecast: 
puts 2010 budget gap at 8.5% 

The European Conunission revised its prediction on Wednes- 
day for Portugal’ s economic growth this year from 0.3 percent of 
GDP to 0.5 percent. Portugal’ s 2010 budget gap will be 8.5 per- 
cent, the EC said. 

Brussels said in a statement outlining its spring economic fore- 
cast that Portugal’ s economy would experience “modest recov- 
ery” this year and GDP will climb to 0.7 percent in 201 1 . 

Portugal’ s Socialist government are rushing an austerity pack- 
age aimed to rein in a record 9.4 percent of GDP budget gap last 
year to 8.3 percent this year, lower than the latest forecast from 
Brussels.

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Portugal ‘very different’ from Greece 
- Durao Barroso 


European Commission chair- 
man Jose Manuel Durao B arro s o 
has downplayed the risk of Por- 
tugal being affected by the Greek 
financial crisis, lauding Lisbon’ s 
austerity programme and the 
convergence of the country’ s two 
main parties. 

“1 hail the determination of 
Portugal’s authorities and also 
hail the fact that the main oppo- 
sition party assumes a perspec- 


tive of unity on this issue”, Durao 
Barroso said on Sunday in Brus- 
sels. 

“The situation in Portugal is 
very different [from Greece] and, 
beyond that, the Portuguese au- 
thorities have already announced 
new [austerity] measures”, he 
said. 

Durao Barroso, a former Por- 
tuguese prime minister and ex- 
leader of the opposition Social 


Democrats, spoke to reporters 
ahead of the Eurozone finance 
ministers’ meeting that approved 
a bailout for Athens. 

Supporting the position of the 
European Commission chief, the 
Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development this 
week stressed that Spain and 
Portugal’s economies are not 
comparable with that of Greece. 

Comparisons between Greece 
on the one hand and Spain and 
Portugal on the other “do not re- 
flect reality,” said OECD secre- 
tary general Angel Gurria at a 


press conference in Rome. 

“Spain has a debt to GDP ra- 
tion of around half Greece’ s more 
or less, so obviously it is a com- 
pletely different situation. Spain 
had four or five years of sur- 
pluses before the crisis,” added 
Gurria. Athens’ debt to GDP ra- 
tion is 1 15 percent compared to 
only 53.2 percent in Spain and 
76.8 percent in Portugal. 

“I think we should be very 
careful and very responsible in 
order to avoid comparisons that 
don’t apply,” the OECD chief 
cautioned. TPN/Lusa 
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Contradictions dominate court hearings over murder of Irish tourist 



T he talk of the town in 
me seaside resort of 
Alvor last September 
was disbelief, as 
locals came to terms 
with the brutal killing of an Irish 
tourist who was a regular to the 
Algarve. The bloodstained 
cobblestone street along the 
Alvor riverside told the tale of the 
horrific beating of Paul Houston 
(5 1 ) , a father of four and who had 
recently become a grandfather. 
Jones Sousa dos Santos, 27, and 
Diego Dias, 20, were this week 
told they will learn their 
respective fates on May 20 
regarding the murder of Irishman 
Paul Houston on September 6'*' 
2009 in Alvor, Portimao. 

Mr Houston is said to have 
been beaten to death at the small 
village’s riverside walkway at 
around 3 .30am, dying from mul- 
tiple head injuries. 

An autopsy report released 
last September showed the Irish 
holidaymaker died from a post- 
traumatic brain haemorrhage. 

It also said no marks or wounds 
caused by weapons were found. 

The Brazilians’ second hear- 
ing was held at a Portimao Court 
on May 4**' and consisted of the 
questioning of the defendants, the 
eye-witness and other persons of 
interest that were in Alvor on the 
night of the murder. 

Both Brazilian men were ar- 
rested by authorities ten days 
after the murder of Paul Houston 
after a massive nationwide man- 
hunt. 

At the time police sources said 
15 detectives were working day 
and night to track down the sus- 
pects. 

Jones dos Santos had a flight 
booked to Brazil for the day af- 
ter his arrest, which appears to 
be the reason why he has been 
held in custody since being ar- 
rested by authorities. 

In court, both defendants ad- 
mitted to being involved in a fight 
with Mr Houston, but claimed 
they were unaware their actions 
had resulted in his death, saying 
Mr Houston was “sitting” after 
the attack. 

Diego Dias claimed he was ex- 
tremely drunk at the time and can- 
not remember many parts of the 
evening, whilst Jones dos Santos 
said he acted in self-defence. 


Both men said they had been 
drinking at a friend’ s house before 
going to Alvor with a group of 
friends. 

Jones and Diego were last seen 
together with the victim at the 
Borala bar, where they were ap- 
proached by Mr Houston, who 
offered to buy them a drink. 

According to the testimony of 
Nelson Silva, abarman at Borala: 
“The man [Paul Houston] of- 
fered to buy them a drink, but they 
didn’taccept” saidMr Silva, who 
admitted that the three individu- 
als struck up a conversation and 
left the premises together, in a 
good mood. 

“They weren’t extremely 
drunk” he added, contradicting 
the statements made earlier by 
the suspects. 

The three men were said to 
have headed to the riverside walk- 
way together and, according to 
Jones, Mr Houston tried to grab 


Diego’s penis when he was uri- 
nating and a fight broke out be- 
tween them. 

“I saw them both fighting and 
Paul put Diego on the floor. He 
then came for me, spun me into 
the wall and we fell onto the 
floor”, said Jones dos Santos, 
adding “I got up before him and 
kicked him in the neck. I then 
punched him three or four times 
and we [Jones and Diego] ran to 
the end of the walkway”, which 
is a dead end. 

So, they turned around and 
walked back to where they had 
come from, passing by Mr Hou- 
ston. 

Marcio Nascimento, Jones’ 
brother-in-law, who was with 
both men in Alvor on the night of 
the murder, but left the defend- 
ants when they entered the sec- 
ond bar (where they met Mr. 
Houston), deciding to go to an- 
other one instead. 


“I went into the bar [Borala] 
to tell them it was time to leave 
but they weren’t there”, said Mr 
Nascimento. When they re- 
turned, he saw them with blood 
stains on their clothes, “They 
asked to leave because they had 
gotten into a fight” and they 
headed to Lagos, where they 
were residing, by car. 

“I found out [about the mur- 
der] at my regular coffee bar a few 
days later. I took the newspaper 
to them.” 

Diego claims he cannot remem- 
ber many parts of the night and it 
was Jones who told him what had 
happened the day after. 

Both men claim they only 
found out they had killed Mr 
Houston on the Thursday after 
the incident and continued to go 
to work normally until then. 

Discrepancies were noted as 
Diego reportedly burnt his 
clothes before he claimed he 


found out about the death of Mr 
Houston. 

There was one eye-witness of 
the incident, Mr Edwards, 44, 
who was residing on a boat in the 
Alvor estuary, about 300 metres 
from the scene of the crime. 

“I was asleep in my boat when 
a noise from the shore woke me 
up at around 4 am” said Mr. 
Edwards, who went to the deck 
of his boat and saw two men on 
the walkway. 

“I witnessed two men on the 
bank, but I did not see the victim, 
he must have already been down” 
said the visibly distraught eye- 
witness, adding: “One of the men 
was further away, with the other 
standing and shouting ‘Puta, 
puta, puta’, whilst making the 
motion of stamping on some- 
one.” 

He then grabbed his binoculars 
and said he was very confused. 

“I couldn’t understand what 


was going on. In my mind I knew 
there was a third person” but he 
could not see him. “After a few 
minutes, the man that was fur- 
thest [away] came and started 
with a hitting motion as well.” 

He then saw them walking to- 
wards the dead end of the walk- 
way, after looking down at the 
ground. 

Eive minutes later the men re- 
turned, about 50 metres apart. 

“As the first one walked past 
the area where I had seen the ini- 
tial movements, he looked down 
again and made a hand motion” 
described Mr Edwards, who then 
saw them meeting with a group 
of people closer to the bars area 
and walking away together as a 
group. “I believe both men were 
equally involved in what hap- 
pened” said Mr Edwards, who 
broke into tears after confirming 
both men who carried out the vi- 
cious attack were in the court- 
room, Diego and Jones. 

While Jones dos Santos was 
remanded in custody, Diego Dias 
was released until May 20, the 
date upon which he will join his 
friend at the Portimao Court to 
learn what verdict has been 
reached by the panel of judges 
hearing the case. 

Paul Houston, a successful 
busines sman and avid golfer from 
County Donegal, Ireland, had 
been on holiday in Alvor last sum- 
mer, with his wife Celine and an- 
other couple, Phillip and Marian 
Devlin. 

Three days into their stay the 
party had gone out to the village 
for the evening. 

When the others decided to call 
it a night and return to their hotel, 
the Dom Joao, Mr. Houston car- 
ried on by himself until the early 
hours of September 6th. His wife 
contacted police when by mid- 
day the following day, Sunday, 
he had not returned. 

Paul Houston’s funeral was 
held last September in 

Greencastle, Co. Donegal, where 
thousands of mourners attended. 

At the time, Greencastle par- 
ish priest Er. Paddy O’ Kane told 
mourners of how he met Mr 
Houston, president of

time before he headed off on the 
ill-fated holiday with his wife 
and friends.

EC welcomes growing endorsement of eCall in-car system 


Recent statistics from the National Road 
Safety Authority (ANSR) have revealed 
that one inthree drivers who are killed 
while behind wheel were found to have 
been underthe influence of alcohol. 


The European Commission 
has this week welcomed five 
more Member States endorsing 
the revolutionary eCall in-car 
emergency system. 


This life-saving system auto- 
matically dials Europe’ s single 
emergency number 112 in the 
event of a serious accident and 
could save up to 2,500 lives per 


year in Europe when fully de- 
ployed. 

At a ceremony in Brussels on 
4th May Belgium, Denmark, 
Luxemburg, Malta and Romania 


signed the EU’ s Memorandum of 
Understanding to implement 
eCall across Europe, joining 15 
other European countries that 
have already signed. 

European Commission Vice- 
President for the Digital Agenda 
Neelie Kroes said: “I am very 
pleased that 20 Member States 
are now signing up to deploy 
eCall. This system is an excellent 
example of how information and 
communication technologies can 
improve and even save the lives 
of citizens.” 

Supporting this view, Euro- 
pean Commission Vice-Presi- 
dent for Transport Siim Kallas 
said: “The eCall system can save 
many road users’ lives every 
year and I am therefore delighted 
that an increasing number of 
Member States are now commit- 
ted to putting the system in 
place”. 

With Belgium, Denmark, 
Luxemburg, Malta and Romania 
signing the eCall Memorandum 
of Understanding they now join 
the 15 EU countries and 3 other 
European countries which have 
committed to deploying eCall 
(Austria, Cyprus, Czech Re- 
public, Estonia, Einland, Ger- 
many, Greece, Italy, Lithuania, 
Portugal, Slovakia, Slovenia, 
Spain, The Netherlands, Swe- 
den, Iceland, Norway and Swit- 
zerland). 

In 2008, more than 1 .2 million 
accidents on Europe’s roads 
caused around 39,000 deaths and 
more than 1.7 million injuries. 
The eCall system is estimated 
to cost less than €100 per new 
carlo install. 

To fully deploy eCall, na- 
tional administrations must en- 
sure that their emergency serv- 
ice call centres are equipped to 
handle the calls and all new ve- 
hicles must be equipped with 
eCall technology. 

The Commission had called 
for eCall to be rolled out volun- 
tarily across Europe by 2009, 
but the system has been delayed 
due to a lack of support from 
some EU countries. 


Paulo Marquesa, President of 
ANSR, told Lusa News Agency 
this week that “One in three driv- 
ers who die as the victims of road 
accidents are found to have ex- 
cess alcohol in their blood, and 
one in four who are autopsied 
have over 1 .2 grams of alcohol per 
litre of blood”, in their systems. 

Paulo Marquesa’ s comments 
were made after a meeting with 
40 road safety specialists where 
strategies to reduce the consump- 
tion of alcohol while driving were 
debated, organized by the Euro- 
pean Transport Safety Council 
(ETSC)andANRS. 

Driving while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol is one of the most 
common risk factors that cause 
road deaths in Portugal. 

“We shouldn’t refer to [these 
incidents] as ‘accidents’, we 
should call them disasters pro- 
voked by irresponsible drivers”, 
Mr. Marques declared. 

According to the head of 
ANSR, Portugal’s strategic ob- 
jective is to “significantly reduce 
the number of drivers who are 
killed by 2015”. 

“Over time Portugal has 
mapped out a very positive path. 
At the beginning of the decade we 
were the worst country in the EU 
and we managed to reduce the 
number of deaths by half and we 
are now close to the European 
average”, he stressed. 

But while the number of 
deaths on Portugal’ s roads may 
have been slashed by more than 
half, the statistics reveal a ten- 
dency for stagnation regarding 
deaths related to alcohol con- 
sumption, which when com- 
pared to the rest of the EU, is 
described as ‘worrying’. 

Authorities carry out alcohol 
checks on more than half a mil- 
lion drivers every year and the 
statistics show that between 
2005 and 2009 the number of of- 
fenders has grown by 20 percent. 

This news follows latest fig- 
ures which show that the number 


of road deaths reported on na- 
tional roads has climbed consid- 
erably this year after registering 
the least amount of fatalities on 
record last year. 

The Authority for National 
Road Safety (ANSR) said that 
road deaths rose by 12.8 percent 
between January 1 and March 21 
compared with the same period 
in 2009. 

Portuguese authorities, in ac- 
cordance with what is customary 
across Europe, have undertaken 
to include deaths which occur up 
to 30 days after a traffic accident. 

However, these statistics have 
not taken into consideration 
deaths that occurred in the ensu- 
ing month. 

The strong increase in fatalities 
in 2010 will almost certainly re- 
sult in a renewed drive by the 
Government to boost road safety 
awareness and an increase in traf- 
fic policing to clampdown on of- 
fending motorists. 

Once seen as the most danger- 
ous place in Europe to drive, Por- 
tugal has over the years climbed 
steadily to a position where it is 
now in the top half of countries 
on the continent which boast the 
safest roads. 

Back in 1998, Portugal re- 
ported 1,865 fatalities on its 
roads. By last year, this figure 
had plummeted to 73 8 , down by 
five percent on the previous year, 
national traffic security agency 
ANSR said at the beginning of the 
year. 

At the turn of the millennium, 
a plan was drawn up to reduce the 
number of fatalities on national 
roads, with the Government ac- 
cused of being too optimistic in 
setting atargetof 874 victims for 
2009. In the end, this target was 
comprehensively beaten. 

Eurthermore, in the space of 
just four years, Portugal managed 
to slash fatalities from three a day 
in 2005 to two a day in 2009, 
translating into a 33 percent 
drop.

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EU warns Portugal over nature protection shortcomings 


Following this announcement, 
EU Environment Conmiissioner 
Janez Potocnik said: “Natura 
2000 sites protect vulnerable 
habitats, which in turn helps to 
safeguard the animals and plants 
which live there. Member States 
must comply with EU laws to 
protect these sites and safeguard 
Europe’ s precious biodiversity.” 

The Commission in its final 
warning to Portugal, said the ac- 
tion concerns requirements under 
EU nature protection law. 

The case concerns the 
Montinho da Ribeira resort at 
Algoceirain the Alentejo region. 
The resort falls within a site pro- 
tected by the Habitats Directive 
and in the vicinity of a Special 
Area of Conservation for wild 
birds (Costa Sudoeste sites). 

The resort includes 322 villas, 
40 apartments and a hotel. It also 
foresees two golf courses, road 
infrastructure, a water treatment 
station and a waste water treat- 
mentplant. Four other resorts are 
also planned nearby. 

According to the EC, the im- 
pact assessment carried out by 
the Portuguese Authorities was 
not adequate as it under evaluated 
impacts on a number of species 
and habitats, and failed to evalu- 
ate the cumulative impacts with 
other projects foreseen for the 
sites. 

It did, however, acknowledge 
that the project is likely to have 
significant impact on a number of 
protected wild bird species and 
several protected habitats. 

Portugal has two months to 
respond. The Commission will 


The European Commission said on Wednesday it is pursuing legal action against Portugal for breaching nature protection 
legislation. The Commission said it is sending Portugal a final warning over an inadequate impact assessment for a tourist 
resort development in the south of the country which falls under the Natura 2000 programme.

Europe’s nature is protected 
by two key pieces of legislation, 
the Birds Directive and the Habi- 
tats Directive. Under the Birds 
Directive, Member States are 
obliged to designate all of the most 
suitable sites as Special Protec- 
tion Areas (SPAs) to conserve 
wild bird species. The Habitats 
Directive requires Member 
States to designate sites of Com- 
munity Importance (SCIs) for the 
conservation of natural habitat 
types, and to protect various 
listed species. Together, SPAs 
and SCIs form the Natura 2000 
network of protected areas, 
which is the EU’ s most impor- 
tant instrument for conserving 
natural habitats and the animal 
and plant species they contain.

EU updates aviation 
security rules to 
simplify and 
improve procedures 


□ New measures to streamline and simplify 
the EU framework for aviation security, 
first put in place in 2002 after the 
September 1 1 attacks, came into force 
this week. 


The revision, says the Euro- 
pean Commission, is about bet- 
ter regulation - simplifying and 
improving procedures to make it 
easier for the aviation industry on 
a daily basis to implement safety 
controls, without any reduction 
in security. 

For passengers, the package 
opens the door for the EU to ne- 
gotiate “one-stop shop” security 
agreements with third countries 
- allowing for the possibility to 
reduce re- screening for transfer 
passengers. 

Most importantly, it sets a 
clear deadline for the lifting of the 
current restrictions on the car- 
riage of liquids in cabin baggage - 
new screening equipment for liq- 
uids must be used in all airports 
across Europe by April 2013. 

Overall, the package aims to 
improve the passenger experi- 
ence, shorten transfer times at 
airports and reduce costs. 

Siim Kallas, Commission 
Vice-President in charge of trans- 
port, said: “A lot has been learnt 
since the first EU-wide rules 
putting in place common aviation 


security standards were put in 
place after September 11.” 

He added: “This is about build- 
ing on the experience of recent 
years and streamlining proce- 
dures, so that on a daily basis se- 
curity controls are easier for the 
industry to implement. For pas- 
sengers, the aim is also to sim- 
plify wherever possible the nec- 
essary security controls. In that 
sense this package takes a signifi- 
cant step forward in signalling the 
beginning of the end for the cur- 
rent restrictions on hquids in cabin 
baggage, with a clear and final 
deadline of April 2013”. 

After the September 1 1 terror- 
ist attacks, the EU adopted its 
first common rules on aviation 
security in 2002, with detailed 
provisions on access to sensitive 
areas of airports, aircraft secu- 
rity, passenger screening and 
baggage handling, control of cargo 
and mail, staff screening and 
training, and items prohibited on 
board planes or in airports. Be- 
fore 2002, each Member State had 
its own rules for aviation secu- 
rity. 
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Jet2 launches Manchester-Funchal route 



UK-based low-cost airline Jet2 has launched what Portugal's State Secretary for Tourism, Bernardo 
Trindade, described as an "important" step for Madeira with a weekly flight between Manchester 
and Funchal. 


At a time when Madeira is ex- 
periencing a 20 percent slump in 
visitors from the UK, State Sec- 
retary Trindade said Jet2’ s latest 
launch was “the outcome of three 
years’ coordinated and articu- 
lated work” between national and 


local government. 

“It is a response from Madeira 
that I consider to be important to 
a market that is imperative to the 
region”, he said. 

The partnership, which in- 
volves the Association for Pro- 


motion of Madeira, Tourism of 
Portugal, and AN AM - Airports 
of Madeira, is also the result of 
the Initiative:pt project. 

Those responsible for this new 
route estimate that Jet2 will carry 
around 15,000 tourists from the 


UK to Madeira by the end of this 
year. 

The island has recently expe- 
rienced a 20 percent slump in visi- 
tors from the British market, con- 
firmed by regional director for 
Tourism, Raquel Fran 9 a.

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Tourism chief claims sector is 
‘ ‘main national industry’ ’ 



The President of the National Tourist Borad this week singled out the 
sector as the country's "main national industry", describing it as "the 
only one" that creates internal wealth and employment via its exports. 



“Tourism is the only one [sec- 
tor] that exports by bringing buy- 
ers from the outside, inside, to 
consume its products here, cre- 
ating wealth and employment on 
national territory”, Luis Patrao 
said, speaking during an interna- 
tional conference on ‘Mediterra- 
nean Gastronomy: A treasure 
from generations’, which took 
place this week in Evora. 

When asked about the role tour- 
ism was playing in helping the 
country overcome its current 
economic difficulties, the tour- 
ism chief highlighted that the sec- 
tor “is taking huge steps” to- 
wards being Portugal’s “main 
national industry”. 

“The volume of consolidated 
business” generated by tourism 
in Portugal, according to Luis 
Patrao, represents “around seven 


billion euros per year”, which 
could “clearly increase” without 
requiring any “extraordinary ef- 
forts” from anyone involved in 
the sector. 

National tourism is character- 
ized “two thirds by external de- 
mand and one third by internal 
demand”, which, Mr. Patrao said, 
“is a very good indicator” of the 
sector’ s potential, bringing “di- 
verse types of wealth and eco- 
nomic development” to the coun- 
try. 

Keeping within the context, he 
affirmed that the tourist product 
that encompasses gastronomy 
and wines could still be worked 
upon and improved to reach the 
type of professionalism por- 
trayed in the hotel industry. 

When this category of profes- 
sionalism “can also be trans- 


ferred to the general catering in- 
dustry, so that the average qual- 
ity of service reaches the highest 
levels, then we will be bringing 
more benefits to tourism” to “at- 
tract more external tourists”, he 
argued. 

To reiterate the importance of 
gastronomy and wine within the 
tourism sector, Luis Patrao 
stressed that regions should first 
improve their products and then 
the promotion. 

“When we sit at a table in a res- 
taurant and we chose a dish it is 
desirable that something is ex- 
plained or elaborated on the 
menus”, he exemplified, stating 
there should always be an inter- 
action between those who serve 
and those who are being served” 
to give the dimension of “a real 
cultural experience’ ’ . 


Around 260,000 EU asylum 
applicants registered in 2009 

According to figures releasedthis week by the official European statistics agency 
Eurostat, people wishing to stay in the European Union as asylum seekers topped a 
quarter of a million last year. 


In 2009, there were nearly 
261 ,000 asylum applicants reg- 
istered in the EU27, or 520 ap- 
plicants per million inhabitants . 

The main countries of citi- 
zenship of these applicants 
were Afghanistan (20,400 or 
eight percent of the total 
number of applicants), Russia 
(20, 100 oreightpercent), Soma- 
lia (19,100 or seven percent), 
Iraq (1 8,700 or seven percent) 
and Kosovo under UN Security 
Council Resolution 1244 


( 1 4,200 or five percent) . This data 
on asylum applicants in the 
EU27 is taken from a report is- 
sued by Eurostat. 

In 2009, the highest number of 
applicants were registered in 
Erance (47,600 applicants) fol- 
lowed by Germany (3 1 ,800), the 
United Kingdom (30,300), Swe- 
den (24,200), Belgium (21,600), 
Italy (17,500), the Netherlands 
(16,100), Greece (15,900) and 
Austria (15,800). 

Portugal, was near the bottom 


of the list, with only 140 asy- 
lum requests, which was only 
higher than Latvia, Estonia and 
Iceland. 

Portugal was also the EU 
member to receive the smallest 
number of asylum requests in 
relative terms. 

Authorities studied 90 of the 
140 cases itreceived and granted 
the right of asylum to 50. 

Most of the bids came from 
Africa, with Guinea-Conakry 
topping the list.

Olhao Mayor Erancisco Leal 
said the hotel will boost tourism 
in a city that had until now been 
“unnoticed” by this sector. 

Despite being scarce, tourism 
that does exist in Olhao veers 
more towards the rural market. 
Because of this the region’ s new 
five-star establishment is gener- 
ating “very high expectations” 
regarding Olhao’ s economic de- 
velopment, Erancisco Leal said. 

The Real Marina Hotel & Spa 
comprises 144 rooms, 12 of 
which are suites. It will also fea- 
ture two restaurants - one boast- 
ing panoramic views over the es- 
tuary - and conference rooms 
with a seating capacity for more 
than 600 people. 

Located near the RiaEormosa, 
the new hotel - the eighth in the 
Real Hotels Group and their third 


five-star unit -is complemented 
by an 80-apartment residential 
development, the Real Marina 
Residence. Real Hotels have two 
units in Albufeira, three in Lis- 
bon, one in Cascais and one in 
Oeiras. 

Speaking to Lusa News 
Agency, Mayor Leal stressed 
that, even though the region has 
taken its time to fully “embrace” 
tourism, as a result it has been 
afforded the “luxury of being 
more reflective” and subse- 
quently to promote quality tour- 
ism. 

“There is a lot on offer in the 
region and we think that it only 
makes sense if [what we offer] is 
quality”, Erancisco Leal said, 
highlighting the positive knock- 
on effect that the opening of the 
hotel could have on other sectors 


such as commerce and restau- 
rants. 

“The fact that it is located on 
the riverside area will contribute 
towards developing other activi- 
ties” he stressed, explaining that 
there are “paradise-like islands” 
right in front of Olhao, and that 
the city is rich in places to visit. 

The eastern side of the city 
will soon also see another high- 
quality tourism project emerge, 
which is believed to include a vil- 
lage, hotel and golf course. The 
project’s Detailed Plan (Plano 
de Pormenor) has already been 
approved, Erancisco Leal re- 
vealed. 

It was also confirmed that in- 
terest has already been shown 
by several potential investors in 
a 1,1 00-bed project planned for 
the opposite side of the city. 
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Consumer centres join to help volcanic ash passengers 


The package unveiled this 
week includes a standard com- 
plaint letter, contact details of all 
airlines and other practical ad- 
vice. 

ECC-Net handles about 
60,000 cases annually for con- 
sumers who turn to them for ad- 
vice or for help with problems 
they experience while shopping 
or travelling across borders 
within the EU. 

In 2009, more than one in five 
(22.5 percent) complaints tack- 
led by ECCs concerned air trans- 
port. 

During the first week of the 
volcanic ash crisis , the number of 
cases handled by the network 
rose seven times. Erom the start, 
the ECC-Net was put on full 
alert, working closely together to 
ensure co-ordinated assistance to 
EU consumers. 

EU Health and Consumer 
Policy Commissioner John Dalli 
said: “EU consumer rights apply 
even in extraordinary circum- 
stances. In fact, talks on aiding the 
companies which suffered as a 
result of the ash crisis must be 
linked to their respect for pas- 
senger rights”. 

He added: “Thousands of con- 
sumers affected by flight disrup- 
tions are still rightly clamouring 
for their rights to be respected in 
practice. My message to them is: 
do not hesitate to claim what is 
yours. If an airline or a tour op- 
erator continues to ignore your 
rights, a European Consumer 
Centre near you can be your next 
port of call”. 

The ECC-Net has been work- 
ing since the start of the volcanic

ash crisis to offer practical help 
to passengers who got stranded 
as aresult of flight dismptions and 
are experiencing difficulties hav- 
ing their consumer rights re- 
spected. The number of consum- 
ers who have contacted ECC-Net 
for help or advice on air passen- 
ger rights has risen seven times 
during the first week of the crisis 
compared with the previous 
week. 

The European Commission 
and the ECC-Net have made 
available - in all languages of the 
EU - a practical complaint pack- 
age which will help consumers 
effectively claim their rights . 

The European Consumer 
Centres specialise in helping EU 
consumers who have had prob- 
lems shopping for goods or serv- 
ices in another EU country. 

This news emerged on the day 
that volcanic ash returned to 
cloud parts of northern Europe, 
particularly affecting Irish and 
northern UK airspace. 

This week’ s ash-cloud forced 
the cancellation of 1 4 flights from 
Portugal to Ireland on Tuesday, 
but officials said there was no 
immediate threat of the cloud 
reaching Portugal. 

New eruptions overnight on 
Monday from the Icelandic vol- 
cano, that has disrupted North 
Atlantic and European air travel 
since April 14, were again threat- 
ening the continent. 

An official at Lisbon’ s Mete- 
orology Institute told Lusa 
News Agency there were no 
early signs that the ash cloud 
would move south into Portu- 
guese airspace. 
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Mozambique lauds Portugal’s 
“bold” debt pardoning 


President Armando Guebuza of Mozambique has praised the "bold 
decision" taken by Portugal to write off his country's €393 million debt 
and also high lighted the "excel lent relations of friendship and 
cooperation" between the two Lusophone states. 


Speaking during an official 
visit, Guebuza said there is am- 
ple room for closer cooperation 
between his county and Portugal, 
whose finance minister, 
Fernando Teixeira dos Santos, 
saidpardoning ofMozambique’s 
debt had not been a unilateral ini- 
tiative by Lisbon but rather an 
international effort led by the 
World Bank and IMF to assist 
heavily indebted states. 

Later at a banquet in honour of 
his visiting counterpart. Presi- 
dent Cavaco Silva pledged his 
country’s continuing solidarity 
with its former southeast African 
colony. Increasing numbers of 
reciprocal high-level visits signal 
both countries’ determination to 
strengthen their strategic part- 
nership, added Cavaco Silva. 

Portugal’s leader, an econo- 
mist, said his country’s invest- 
ments in Mozambique have in- 
creased four-fold in the past five 
years to make it the second- larg- 
est overseas investor there “in 
spite of the last two years ’ prob- 
lems”. TPN/Lusa

ENVC’s accumulated losses 
in 2009 rose to €60 million af- 
ter it was forced to pay compen- 
sation to the Azores regional 
government for failing to build 
a ferry to specification.

Social Security Pensions in the EU 

Part n° 1 - General Principles 


In this 3-part series on Social Security Pensions in 
the EU, we will explore:

Old-age pensions are among 
the most important of the many 
Social Security benefits that act 
as a safety net to protect citizens 
at times of vulnerability. It is only 
natural that those wishing to live 
and work abroad will want to 
have a clear idea about the conse- 
quences for their future pension 
rights before taking a final deci- 
sion to move to another country 
in the European Economic Area. 
In particular, everyone needs 
answers to certain key questions: 

V What will happen to contri- 
butions paid so far? 

V Which Country will pay my 
pension? 

V Can my pension be paid 
anywhere without being reduced 
or suspended? 

Only if certainty exists that the 
community provisions for Social 
Security benefits provide satisfac- 
tory answers will citizens be truly 
ready and able to exercise their 
right to freedom of movement 
anywhere throughout Europe. 
General Principles 

The following basic principles 
apply to those who leave work 
in one country and continue their 
professional activities in an- 
other: 

• In every country where you 
have been insured by Social 
Security, records are preserved 
until you reach pensionable age. 
In short, contributions paid are 
neither transferred to another 
country nor paid out to you if 
you are no longer insured in that 
country. 

• Every country where you 
have been insured for at least one 
year will have to pay an old age 
pension when you reach 
pensionable age. For example, if 
you have worked in three 
countries, you will get three 
separate old age pensions once 
you reach pensionable age. 

• Thispension will be calculated 
according to the number of years 


that you worked in that country. 
If you were insured there over a 
period of many years, you will 
receive a relatively ‘high’ 
pension. If not, your pension 
will be relatively ‘ low’ . 

What happens ifyouworkin a 
country for less than ay ear? Will 
you loose any contributions paid 
there? 

The answer is “no”, although 
this is best illustrated by exam- 
ple: YouwereinsuredinBelgium 
for 1 0 months, in Germany for 9 
months and in France for 1 5 years, 
then finished your working life in 
Italy, where you made contribu- 
tions for 7 years. 

Your months of insurance in 
Belgium and Germany will not be 
lost. It is Italy, your final coun- 
try of employment, which will 
take over the 10 months from 
Belgium and the 9 months from 
Germany. This solution guaran- 
tees that nobody will be disad- 
vantaged by having worked in 
several countries. No contribu- 
tions are lost, acquired rights are 
protected, and every country will 
pay a pension corresponding to 
the insurance periods completed 
there. 

The result is not just in the in- 
terest of migrant workers but also 
in the interest of the Member 
States, in that every country 
pays neither more nor less than 
the pension which has been 
“earned” by the contributions of 
the worker.

New social security rules 
for Europeans on the 


move 

New rules on social security 
coordination entered into force 
this week. These new rules, the 
European Commission ex- 
plained in a statement, will fa- 
cilitate intra-EU mobility for 
workers, but also for young 
people and other citizens (such 
asretiredpeople orjob seekers), 
laying the foundations for the 
new EU strategy for jobs and 
growth - Europe 2020. 

The new regulations, like the 
current ones, do not create any 
new entitlements to social se- 
curity but guarantees that rights 
in the area of sickness insur- 
ance, pensions, unemploy- 
ment and family benefits are 
preserved in the event of mov- 
ing within Europe. 

Above all, it will bring about 
substantial changes to the way 


coordinationwill workinthe fu- 
ture. Citizens are now at the 
heart of the system. The main 
focus of this modernised coor- 
dination is to ensure the better 
protection of citizens’ rights. 

This includes: Actively pro- 
viding information to citizens; 
Enhancing cooperation be- 
tween Member States; Devel- 
oping electronic exchange of 
information; Introducing sim- 
plification of the rules.

Removing tax obstacles 
to cross-border venture 
capital investment 


The European Commis- 
sion has published a report 
which outlines the double 
taxation problems that arise 
when venture capital is in- 
vested cross-border, as well 
as possible solutions. 

The report sets out the find- 
ings and recommendations of 
an independent group of EU 
tax experts, which was set up 
by the Commission to look at 
how to remove the main tax 
barriers to cross-border in- 
vestment in venture capital. 
Venture capital is a vital 
source of growth for small 
and medium enterprises 
(SMEs). 

Therefore, facilitating 
venture capital investment 
within the EU is crucial for 
good economic growth. The 
Commission will now con- 
sider how best to follow up on 
the findings in the Report, in 
line with its broader agenda 
to eliminate double taxation 
in the EU. 


Algirdas Semeta, Com- 
missioner for Taxation, 
Customs, Audit and Anti- 
Eraud, said: “Venture capi- 
tal is the lifeblood for many 
SMEs. And, as recognised in 
the EU’s 2020 goals, improv- 
ing the business environ- 
ment for SMEs is crucial if we 
are to build a stronger, sus- 
tainable economy. There- 
fore, we must make an effi- 
cient European venture capi- 
tal market a reality, and this 
means eliminating any tax 
obstacles that still stand in 
its way.” 

The report summarises the 
main findings and conclu- 
sions of the Expert Group on 
Removing Tax Obstacles to 
Cross-border Venture Capi- 
tal Investments. The group 
was set up by the Commission 
in 2007, as one of a series of 
measures aimed at facilitat- 
ing cross-border venture capi- 
tal investment in the EU, to 
the benefit of SMEs.

Barclays ups stake in PTto over 5% 

Barclays has raised its shareholding in Portugal Telecom from 
2.51 to 5. 12% to become the ex-incumbent operator’ s sixth-larg- 
est investor. In a regulatory filing, Barclays said it acquired 
1,476,616 ordinary PT shares on April 28. 

Mozambique- Portugal investment fund 
created 

The Portuguese Fund for Investment Support to Mozambique, 
drawing on USD 124 million supplied by Lisbon, is set to begin 
operating soon to finance public and private development projects 
by firms from Portugal over the coming 1 5 years. 

Galp, Petrobras team-up in trans-Atlantic 
biodiesel project 

Brazilian oil maj or Petrobras has disclosed plans to partner with 
Portugal’ s Galp Energia in a $530 million, trans -Atlantic biodiesel 
project. Petrobras said the deal involved the construction of a 
“green diesel” plant in Portugal at a cost of $240 million to pro- 
duce 250,000 tons of biodiesel annually beginning in 20 1 5 , prima- 
rily for the Iberian market. Costs of the investment will be equally 
shared by Petrobras and Galp. 

New defence aid accord to be inked with 
Angola 

Portuguese Defence Minister Augusto Santos Silva paid a brief 
visit to the Angolan capital on Tuesday to sign a new bilateral de- 
fence cooperation accord. The three-year framework agreement, 
covering 2011-2014, was negotiated by Portuguese and Angolan 
delegations meeting in Luanda since last Friday. 

Portuguese exhibitorstop at Luanda housing, 
construction fair 

Angola opened its first housing and construction trade fair with 
exhibitors coming from eight countries, including Portugal. Organ- 
iser Helia Dias told Lusa that Portugal fielded the largest numbers 
of exhibitions at the event that started Thursday, with Israel par- 
ticipating for the first time. During the fair, officials form the eight- 
nation Community of Portuguese Language Countries (CPLP) are 
scheduled to sign an accord setting up a confederation of national 
builders associations.

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Violent teen 
eriminals on 
the rise 

□ The number of youngsters committing 
and being convictedforviolent crimes is 
on the up; last year there were 1 53 teens 
aged between 16 and 21 doing time in 
Portuguese jails for serious offences. 


These are criminals who kill, 
rape, attack, rob or traffic illegal 
substances, most of them are re- 
peat offenders, though all ofthem 
are barely out of childhood. 

Police who arrest such criminals 
say that they are initially arrested 
for small-time crimes, such as 
theft, and freed because of their 
youngages leadingthemtobelieve 
they are not punishable. 

“They think the system 
doesn’t work”, a police source 
told Portuguese newspaper 
Diario de Noticias (DN). 

“When they are put in front of 
a judge, in a Court of Law, and 
freed, they believe they have been 
judged. They don’t understand 
that the procedure isn’t over and 
they commit more crimes”, said 
Prosecutor Jose Ramos. 

His experience allows him to 
voice his opinion that there are 
more youngsters “from the age of 
12” who commit crimes but who 
are not included in statistics as 
they cannot be punished. But 
when they reach the age of crimi- 
nal responsibility (from the age 
of 16) they have a vast criminal 
record. “They are children who 
are left to their own devices but 
cannot find the right path”, he 
said. 

According to data from the 
GeneralPrison Services Board, of 
the 153 youths that were last 
year in Portuguese prisons, 1 1 
were doing time for murder, eight 
for bodily harm, and nine for 
rape. 

The majority (including the 
only girl amongst them) are aged 
between 16 and 21 and serving 
time for violent robberies. Only 
ten were handed jail terms for 


drug trafficking. 

In Portugal problematic 
youngsters are directed through 
two distinct legal channels: one 
to protect those children who 
commit misdemeanours or for 
those whose parents do not have 
the suitable conditions to look 
after them. 

The second channel is a sort of 
penal procedure for youths aged 
1 2 to 1 6 . After the age of 1 6 teens 
are tried and convicted as adults, 
though some believe this age 
should be lowered to 14, others 
say it should be extended to 1 8 . 

The law has been under revi- 
sion since the end of last year 
though no conclusions have, as 
yet, been made public. 

At the end of last year 200 
youngsters were placed in the 
care of the country’ s educational 
centres, little more than those 
who were sent to jail. 

Another point raised was the 
danger of mixing juvenile delin- 
quents with older inmates, a point 
that lead the General-Director of 
Prison Services to order all young 
convicts, aged between 16 and 
2 1 , irrespective of their place of 
residency, to be taken to Leiria’ s 
‘ school-prison’ . This, however, 
resulted in clashes between teens 
from the north and south of the 
country, riots and break-outs, 
leading prison chiefs to describe 
the solution as “disastrous”.

Majority want EU 
legislation against 
radioactive waste 


The European Commission 
has published a Eurobarometer 
survey showing that an over- 
whelming maj ority of Europeans 
would find it useful to have Eu- 
ropean legislation on radioactive 
waste management. 

The concern for the safety risk 
related to radioactive waste is 
shared both in countries with 
nuclear power plants and those 
with no nuclear energy. 

Gunther Oettinger, Commis- 
sioner responsible for Energy 
said: “People throughout Europe 
share the same concerns, whether 
they have nuclear power plants 
in their country or not. We have 
to take these concerns seriously 
and make sure that radioactive 
waste is disposed safely, for our 
people and for our environment.” 

An overall majority of 82 per- 
cent of European citizens say 
nuclear waste management 
should be regulated at EU level. 


according to the Special 
Eurobarometer survey ‘Europe- 
ans andNuclear Safety’ . 

This belief is extremely con- 
sistent all across the European 
Union. 

Agreement is almost unani- 
mous in Cyprus (93 percent), 
Hungary (90 percent), the Neth- 
erlands (90 percent) and Slovenia 
(90 percent). 

On the other end of the spec- 
trum - in those countries where 
the smallest number of people 
share the view - a consistent 
majority exists (Austria 59 per- 
cent, Britain 60 percent, Malta 
62 percent). 

While citizens also have con- 
cerns towards wrong use of nu- 
clear materials and terrorism, a 
large majority of 59 percent be- 
lieve that nuclear power plants 
can be operated in a safe manner. 
This EU average remained stable 
compared to the 2006 survey.

etween January and 
March this year 30 
cigarette 
distribution vans 
were robbed of their 
loads worth in the region of 
€ 1 0,000, eaeh totalling an overall 
loss of €300,000. Two 
warehouses were looted, 
resulting in a loss of €400,000, 
and nearly €300,000 worth of 
eigarettes have been stolen from 
vending machines, kiosks, eafes 
and shops around the eountry. 

The National Assoeiation for 
Tobacco Wholesalers estimates 
that nearly one million euros has 
been lost in cigarette thefts in the 
first three months of 20 1 0, in an 
industry that is plagued by vio- 
lent robberies. 

“It is frustrating not having a 
clear answerto give to businesses 
that are getting desperate and 
thinking of closing their doors”, 
said Carlos Duarte, president of 
the Assoeiation. 

And the problem seems to be 
escalating. In 2009, 83 goods 
vans were targeted; three ware- 
houses and 500 vending maehines 
in establishments. 

“Every year the number of 
thefts rises and the eonsequences 
are tragie: Insuranee eompanies 
will not renew policies beeause 
of the losses. 

“This year there has been a 
tum-around; fewer thefts than 
during the first quarter of last 
year, but the value of what was 
taken is much higher, because 


from just two warehouses that 
were robbed, €400,000 intobaceo 
was taken. We need answers be- 
eause soon we eould be losing 
lives”, he eautioned. 

The assailants are deseribed as 
“highly professional, well armed 
and violent”, an inereasing 
number of them using weapons 
sueh as knives, pistols, and even 
maehine guns. 

In the north two thousand 
vending maehines were stolen 
from vehieles and establishments, 
followed by Lisbon, where 500 
maehines disappeared. More 
than 200 maehines vanished from 
the Algarve and Alentej o .

Faisal Shahzad was no Timothy McVeigh, letalonea Mohamed Atta. 
McVeigh, who killed 1 68 people in Oklahoma City in 1995 with a 
massive truck-bomb, took the trouble to learn howto makea bomb 
that actually works. Atta, who piloted one of the planes that crashed 
into the Twin Towers on 9/1 1, even learned how to fly. Shahzad, who 
left a vehicle rigged to explode near New York's Times Square on 
Saturday night, wasa bumbling amateur. 


He might still have killed some 
people, of course. “(The bomb) 
certainly could have exploded 
and had a pretty big fire and a 
decent amount of explosive im- 
pact,” said New York mayor 
Michael Bloomberg. But the 
casualties would have been in the 
dozens, at worst, and more likely 
only a few. Not enough, in other 
words, to drive Americans crazy 
again. 

I’m choosing my words care- 
fully here. Ever since the 9/11 at- 
tacks nine years ago, the US me- 
dia (with the eager assistance of 
the Bush administration until the 
end of 2008) have worked to per- 
suade Americans that terrorism 


is the greatest threat facing the 
country. The enterprise has suc- 
ceeded, and most Americans ac- 
tually believe that terrorism 
poses a serious danger to their 
personal safety. 

Quite a few Americans have 
already died as a result of that be- 
lief, not just in the wars overseas 
that were justified in the name of 
fighting terrorism but even at 
home. In the first year after 9/11, 
for example, many Americans 
chose to drive long distances 
rather than risk flying, and high- 
way deaths went up by 1,200 
people as a result. Nobody died 
in the planes. 

Nobody has been killed by ter- 


rorists in the United States since 
9/11, but the fear is so great that 
just one big attack with lots of 
casualties would still have disas- 
trous consequences. There 
would be huge public pressure 
for the government to do some- 
thing very large and violent, in the 
delusionary belief that that is the 
way to defeat terrorism. That is 
what I mean by “driving Ameri- 
cans crazy.” 

The main goal of terrorist at- 
tacks anywhere is to drive the 
victims crazy: to goad them into 
doing stupid, violent things that 
ultimately play into the hands 
of those who planned the at- 
tacks. Terrorism is a kind of 
political jiu-jitsu in which a rela- 
tively weak group (like al- 
Qaeda) attempts to trick a far 
stronger enemy (like the US 
government) into a self-defeat- 
ing response. 

The US response to 9/1 1 was 
certainly self-defeating. A more 
intelligent strategy would have 
been to try to split the Taliban 
regime of Afghanistan, many of 
whose leading members were 
outraged by the threat of an 
American invasion that the ac- 
tion of their Arab guests had 
brought down on their heads . A 
combination of threats and 
bribes might have persuaded the 
Taliban to hand over Osama bin 
Laden and his whole al-Qaeda 
crew. 

It was certainly worth trying 
first, but the political pressure 
on the White House to invade 
Afghanistan was extreme. Even 
though those who knew any- 
thing about terrorist strategies 
understood that that was exactly 
what bin Laden wanted Wash- 
ington to do. 

Osama bin Laden’ s goal was 
to build support among Mus- 
lims for his militant ideology by 
convincing them that they were 
under attack by the infidels . The 
best way to do that was to sucker 
the infidels (i.e. the Americans) 
into invading Muslim countries . 

The 9/11 attacks succeeded in 
triggering a US invasion of Af-

ghanistan (and Bush then gave 
bin Laden even more help by in- 
vading Iraq as well). As a result, 
al-Qaeda has made some 
progress towards its ultimate 
goal of sparking Islamist revo- 
lutions in the Arab world and 
even the broader Muslim world, 
though probably not nearly as 
much as bin Laden hoped. 

Since W ashington was already 
doing what bin Laden wanted, he 
had no reason to carry out further 
major terrorist operations in the 
United States after 9/11, and there 
is no evidence that al-Qaeda has 
attempted any. Laisal Shahzad’ s 
amateurish bomb certainly did not 
meet that organisation’s highly 
professional standards. 

Would al-Qaedahave gone with 
abomb triggeredby dozens of fire- 
crackers, which were intended to 
set two jugs of petrol (gasoline) 
alight, in turn causing three pro- 
pane gas cyhnders to explode, and 
finally setting off a much bigger 
explosion of eight bags of fertihzer 
(except that it was of the non-ex- 
plosive kind)? I think not. 

But would al-Qaeda now be 
interested in carrying out a big at- 
tack in the United States, if it could 
manage it? Probably yes, for by 
the middle of next year U S troops 
will be gone from Iraq. There is 
reason to suspect that Barack 
Obama’ s ultimate goal is to get

them out of Afghanistan too, even 
if he first has to protect his flank 
politically by reinforcing them. 

As long as American troops are 
occupying Muslim countries, bin 
Laden’s cause prospers. If they 
leave, the air goes out of his bal- 
loon. He therefore now has a 
strong motive for mounting a ma- 
jor terrorist operation on Ameri- 
can soil. 

The goal would be to drive 
Americans crazy enough that 
they decide to keep fighting the 
“war on terror” on Arab and Af- 
ghan soil. The last thing al-Qaeda 
wants is for the infidels to go 
home.

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Man falls to his 
death after stabbing 
fellow party goer 

A party in an apartment in Quinta da Fonte, 
Loures, ended badly last weekend when a 33 
year old was stabbed. Soon after, the man 
who stabbed the other fell from the seventh 
storey of the building, plungingto hisdeath. 


The case is still under investi- 
gation as authorities are unsure 
how the man who stabbed an- 
other partygoer died; whether it 
was suicide or homicide. 

When authorities arrived at the 
scene at around lam on Sunday 
night, there was a stab victim ly- 
ing in the apartment surrounded 
by friends. The victim was taken 
to Santa Maria Hospital, al- 
though he did not suffer serious 
injuries. 

His alleged aggressor was 


found dead on the street, seven 
floors below. All evidence indi- 
cates that he fell from a window 
of the apartment where the party 
was taking place. 

The homicide investigators 
questioned some of the witnesses 
but could not figure out if the man 
committed suicide by throwing 
himself out of the window, or if 
he was thrown out by someone 
else, although there was no evi- 
dence of aphysical struggle inside 
the apartment.

More people cremated 
than buried in Lisbon 

Times are changing and so are traditions as more people, particularly in the region of 
Lisbon, are opting to be cremated and their ashes scattered rather than be buried. 


A source from the Sociedade 
Frente Tejo said that after the 
Pope’ s visit scaffolding would be 
erected so renovation work on the 
building’s fagades could com- 
mence. 

The same source added that 
the objective is to transform 
Terreiro do Pago into a “square 
for the people to use” and that the 
work that has recently been com- 
pleted did not suffer “added costs 
or slip-ups”. 

This first phase of work is re- 


ported to have cost some €20 mil- 
lion. 

Last Monday Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates affirmed that soon 
the Government could start al- 
lowing concessionaries to oper- 
ate in spaces freed up by Minis- 
tries. 

Speaking at the time Lisbon 
Mayor Antonio Costa said it was 
“essential that these spaces be 
rapidly put up for public tender 
so they can be occupied by res- 
taurants or cafes”. 


“We want to see this square 
full of esplanades where people 
can really enjoy themselves and 
where the Government can also 
apply the respective rent for use 
of its patrimony”, he explained. 

In reply, the PM promised 
that soon “public tenders will be 
launched for the conces sion of the 
spaces” freed up by the Minis- 
tries, “so that once and for all 
Terreiro do Pago will be at the dis- 
posal of the city and its 
citizens”. 


Scattering ashes at sea or 
placed in biodegradable urns is 
fast becoming a widespread 
practice, and demand for funeral 
catering services is growing. 

For the first time in the first 
three months of this year more 
cremations were carried out dur- 
ing funeral ceremonies than buri- 
als, in Lisbon’ s cemeteries. 

A growing number of funeral 
parlours are offering new serv- 
ices, such as catering and pho- 
tography, and more and more 
Portuguese are using them, a sure 
sign that times are changing. 

During the first quarter of 
2010 cremations made up 52.9 
percent of the 2,500 funerals 
held in Lisbon, according to fig- 
ures from the Town Hall. 

And over the past two years 
the number has almost doubled 
throughout the country, with 
the construction of crematoria 
inElvas, Sintra, FigueiradaFoz 
and Sao Joao da Madeira. 

“The tendency has been for 
the number of cremations to 
grow, and families come with 
well-defined ideas about what 


they want”, said Luis Baptista, 
of the Prior Velho Funeral Cen- 
tral. 

Nelson Santos, of the AFA 
Group, said that “Around 50 
percent of people who are cre- 
mated choose to have their ashes 
scattered at sea”. 

“It used to be unthinkable for 
water, coffee or tea to be served 
at funerals, but nowadays it is 
common”, Luis Baptista elabo- 
rated, adding that more and more 
people are even asking to include 


“biscuits or cakes”. 

Some funeral parlours have 
even included cafeterias as part 
of their facilities, one such exam- 
ple being the Servilusa chain 
which, since last year, has even 
added soup to its services. 

“In some cases, around half a 
dozen per month, we are asked 
for our full services”, said 
Servilusa’ s Paulo Carreira, who 
stressed “It is not about having 
a party, it is about offering 
comfort”.

From May 15^^ to the end of June Lagoa's Sao Jose convent will be 
inundated with interesting female forms as Dutchman Willem Sneijers 
holds his first ever sculpture exhibition. 


Born in Tilburg, Holland, 
Willem has lived and worked in 
the Algarve since 1983. From 
1 969 to 1 979 he studied various 
subjects at the acclaimed 
‘Akademie voor Beeldende 
Vorming’ art academy in Hol- 
land. For the past five years 
Willem has taught drawing and 
sculpture at Lagoa’s Art 
School. 

However, art has featured 
consistently throughout his life, 
whetherpainting, drawing, play- 
ing music, or sculpting, but un- 
til recently it remained a hobby. 

Willem Sneijers’ first exhibi- 
tion will be inaugurated on May 
15* at 17h00, when around 75 
of his oversized sculptures, 
some weighing up to 50 kilos, 
will be unveiled. 

An open invitation is ex- 
tended to all readers to attend 
the inauguration, which will 
also feature live music. 


His sculptures, detailed 
three-dimensional figures pro- 
duced from a range of materials, 
are true works of persistence. 
Asked why his interest in the 
female form, Willem jokingly 
replies “because I don’t like 
horses very much”. 

Of the art of sculpting, 
Willem explains “the material 
is the boss, it tells you how to 
work and you need to be very 
patient; sometimes you have to 
work quickly, and other times 
you have to take things very 
slowly”. 

Over time Willem has gradu- 
ally created a large collection of 
interesting sculptures which 
will now, for the first time ever, 
be put on display for the pub- 
lic to see. 

“My sculptures don’t really 
fit into a category”, he told The 
Portugal News, “They are cre- 
ated from matters that I find in- 


teresting and develop upon”. 

Now on the verge ofopening 
his first exhibition, Willem de- 
nies considering himself an art- 
ist. As unpretentious as his na- 
ked sculptures, he says “I am 
not an artist, I am just Willem 
and I like to do these things”. 


GNR sergeant arrested on cocaine charges

Algarve's Judiciary Police arrested a Louie GNR sergeant last week, who 
is suspected of being connected to a large drug trafficking network 
operating in the Algarve. He was caught with over 3,000 individual doses 
of cocaine in his possession. 


The GNR sergeant was under 
Judiciary Police surveillance 
when he was accosted by offic- 
ers on the EN 125, near 
Maritenda, Boliqueime. Their 
suspicions were confirmed when 
1 04grams of cocaine, enough for 
1,200 individual doses, were 
found inside his vehicle. The 
criminal’s house was then 
searched by officers, where a fur- 
ther 133grams were found, as well 
as digital precision scales, pocket 
knives, mobile phones and other 
objects related to drug trafficking. 
Altogether, the seized cocaine 
was enough for over 3,000 indi- 
vidual doses. 


It is thought the sergeant’ s job 
was to supply the drugs to deal- 
ers who then sold them to con- 
sumers. 

The sergeant was denied bail 
and taken to Sao Bras de 
Alportel. He was later trans- 
ferred to a military compound in 
T omar, where he will be kept un- 
til his court case begins . 


His sentence is likely to be 
lengthy due to his functions as a 
police officer and he was denied 
bail by Louie Courts because it 
was considered he would attempt 
to escape. 

Investigations are still being 
carried out to see if the sergeant is 
connected to a larger criminal or- 
ganization. 


Naked woman arrested in 
Faro after heavy drinking 

A 27 year old Brazilian woman was 
arrested in Faro in the early hours of 
Saturday morning. She was running after a 
man completely naked on Senhora da 
Saude road, after being refused sex by him. 
It was later discovered she was residing 
illegally inthecountry and was arrested. 


The Brazilian woman came 
to the Algarve capital to attend 
the well known ‘Semana 
Academica’ week-long celebra- 
tions, organized by the Algarve 
University. According to au- 
thorities, both the woman and 
the man came from Ourem, and, 
after drinking excessive 
amounts of alcohol, the woman 
stripped naked at their friend’ s 
house, where they were meant 
to stay overnight, and de- 
manded sex from the man. 

After refusing to have inter- 


course with her, the woman 
went into a fit of rage inside the 
house and the young man de- 
cided to run away. She was fol- 
lowing him through Faro’s 
streets completely naked, ob- 
livious to the fact she was almost 
hypothermic when authorities 
took her to hospital, later being 
arrested forresiding illegally in 
the country. 

According to the man of her 
desires, “we are just friends and 
I had pointed that out to her be- 
fore coming to Faro.”

Pepetela with an honorary doctorate. 


On receiving the accolade last 
week in Faro, Pepetela, whose 
real name is Artur Pestana dos 
Santos, dedicated the award to 
Angola’ s people, saying it was 
“impossible to separate the work 
and life of a writer from the his- 
tory and culture of his people”. 


The son of a Portuguese co- 
lonial family, Pepetela devoted 
his youth to fighting for Ango- 
la’ s independence in 1 975 , and 
his work reflects that struggle 
and the country’s evolution 
since. 

His early militant novel 


‘Mayombe’ recounts the life of 
a nationalist guerrilla unit, and 
more recent works, like ‘A 
Gera9ao da Utopia’ and 
‘Predadores’, speak of disillu- 
sionment with the results of oil- 
rich Angola’ s independence.

Released Zoomarine turtles tracked 
round globe inreal-time 

Three turtles that had spent practically their entire lives in captivity 
before being released back into the wild are beingtracked ontheir 
global treks by experts at the Zoomarine Sealife Centre in a 
pioneering real-time project named 'Return, Postponed'. 


After spending the majority 
of their lives in captivity, the 
three turtles, Calantha, 
Tartaruga and Cat, were re- 
leased by Zoomarine into the 
wild in September last year. 

They were tagged and micro- 
chipped and are being tracked 
by a satellite transmitter that 
emits a signal pin-pointing the 
reptiles’ whereabouts when 
they are on land. 

The €15,000 project aims to 
gather more information regard- 
ing the turtles’ behaviour in the 
wild, as well as their migratory 
patterns. 

As well as allowing experts 
to track the trio, it also permits 
them to gather information on 
the progress, such as at what 
speed they are swimming. 

Interestingly, all three turtles 
headed for beaches in different 
parts of the world. 

Elio Vicente, a Zoomarine bi- 
ologist, explained to Lusa “the 
transmitter only works when it 
is out of water, when it can be 
picked up by the satellites”. 

These results are documented 


in real-time and can be followed 
online. 

Over the past nine months 
the trio has been following com- 
pletely different routes. 

Calantha, the oldest and 
heaviest of the three, weighing 
in at 120 kilos, is currently in 
the middle of the Atlantic 
Ocean, heading for the Gulf of 
Mexico. Tataruga is in Mauri- 
tania, and Cat headed directly 
for Brazil. 

The first two turtles are both 
aged around 40 and have spent 
practically all of their lives in 
captivity. Before arriving at 
Zoomarine, one had been in the 
V asco da Gama aquarium in Lis- 
bon, the other in a municipal 
aquarium in Funchal, Madeira. 

Cat, the youngest turtle, was 
confiscated from a passenger at 
an airport after she was brought 
into the country in a backpack. 
She had had one of her fins am- 
putated after been bitten by a 
shark. 

But it was Cat who most sur- 
prised the biologists after swim- 
ming for 175 days, 8,000 kilo- 


metres across the Atlantic in a 
straight line to Brazil.

Sceptical of speculators 

SIR, Once again we get the old 
chestnut about speculators doing 
damage to the economy (The 
Portugal News, 1st May). 


However, that i s not what our be- 
loved tax collector said. 

Speculators can’t do any dam- 
age to the country’s economic 
ratings. What would they specu- 
late in? Portugal doesn’t have a 
currency, they share the Euro 
which is controlled by the Euro- 
pean bank, and used by twenty 
or so countries, and also for in- 
ternational trading. 

The problem with Portugal is 
much the same as the problems 
most western economies have; 
they have spent money they 
don’t have, and need to borrow. 
To borrow they issue bonds. 
They hope people will buy that 
debt, meaning they will be bor- 
rowing money from some entity. 
That money has to be paid back, 
and there is interest to pay on it. 

If your credit is good you pay 
a small amount of interest. Ifyou 
are a dodgy customer, and clients 
think there is some doubt about 
whether they will be repaid, they 
demandhigher interest rates. It’s 
normal business. 

Speculators don’t buy govern- 
ment bonds in any quantity. Pen- 
sion funds do, insurance compa- 
nies do, sovereign wealth funds do 
(they are government bodies), and 
foreign governments do. Recently 
the largest pension fund on the 
planet decided to sell Japanese 
bonds, not because they wanted 
to speculate. They needed the 
money topay out ontheirpension 
obligations. 

Banks, andpension funds don’t 
believe Portugal can pay back its 
debt, so they want higher interest 
rates. It really is that simple. 

The ratings agencies have been 
criticised because they failed to 
downgrade companies like AIG 
who were fiddling the books. 
Don’t complain when now they 
are at least doing their job, and rat- 
ing entities on the likelihood of 
them failing to deliver onprem- 
ises. Whatever you may think, 
Portugal has aproblem with debt 
repayment. It will suffer accord- 


ingly. My personal view is that 
they will come thru. But you and 
I haven’t seen the books, the rat- 
ing agencies probably have.

Vila do Bispo 
claims biggest

Rafeiro do Alentejo 
(Rafeiro of Alentejo) 

It is believed to be descended 
from molosser dogs from the 
Middle East. On account of their 
size and courage they were used 
by tribes whose livelihood de- 
pended on live stock husbandry, 
thus performing a crucial role for 
this type of community. A large 
sized dog, powerful, rustic, so- 
ber and calm. An excellent farm 
and estate watch dog, it is also a 
very useful livestock protector, 
more vigilant at night, being very 
serious when guarding territory 
or any other property entrusted 
to it. It has a calm and confident 
expression, neither aggressive 
nor shy. Coat: Short or of me- 
dium length, thick, straight and 
dense. Colour: Black, wolf grey, 
fawn or yellow, with or without 
brindling. Height at the withers : 


Males: 66-74 cm. Females: 64- 
70 cm. Weight : Males: 45-60 
Kg. Females: 35-50 Kg. 

Podengo Portugues (Portu- 
guese Warren Hound - Por- 
tuguese Podengo) 

Primitive type dog probably 
originates from the ancient dogs 
brought by the Phoenicians and 
Romans to the Iberian Peninsula 
in the Classic Antiquity. It was 
subsequently influenced by the in- 
troduction of dogs accompanying 
the Moors in their invasions in the 
8th century. It adapted to the Por- 
tuguese terrain and climate, to be- 
come what is nowadays known as 
the Portuguese Warren Hound. 
Farge Podengo: used for hunting 
big game. MediumPodengo : also 
known as W arren Hound, its natu- 
ral aptitude as a rabbit hunter is 
well used, hunting either in a pack 
or alone. SmallPodengo : used for 
searching rabbits in holes and 
rocks. All varieties are also used 


as watch dogs and as companion 
dogs. Coat: Two varieties: Either 
short and smooth or long and wire 
-bothofmedium thickness; with- 
out undercoat. The short coat is 
more dense than the wire coat. In 
the wire variety thehaironthemuz- 
zle is longer (bearded). Colour: 
Yellow andfawn in all shadesfrom 
light to dark, with or without white 
markings, or white with patches 
ofthese colours. Height: Small: 20 
to 30 cm; Medium: 40 to 54cm; 
Farge: 55 to 70 cm. Weight: Small: 
4 to 6 Kg; Medium: 16 to 20 Kg; 
Farge:20to30Kg. 

Perdigueiro Portugues 
(Portuguese Pointing Dog) 

The Portuguese Pointing Dog, 
a medium sized dog, originates 
from the Iberian Peninsula, de- 
scending from the old Peninsular 
Pointing Dog.

If it's any consolation, ours 
doesn't take a blind bit of no- 
tice anymore and laid back he 
definitely is not. I deeided to 
try another technique that I 
had seen on TV : water squirt- 
ing. I filled an empty bottle of 
washing up liquid with water 
and every time Milo misbe- 
haved I gave him a quick 
squirt. 

The outcome: a dog who 
loves water and a very high 
water bill. 

So what with the solar- 
powered path lights being 
dug-up from the flowerbeds 
and re-arranged around the 
garden, a brand-new school 
T -shirt ending up with a hole 
in it, and a new game of nip 
and run being held every day, 
by the time we got to the vets 
on Tuesday I was feeling a 
teeny weeny bit stressed. I 
was worried that maybe our 
puppy had been possessed by 
some dog-demon while we 
weren't looking. Or worse 
than that, maybe we were 
doing something wrong. 

At the vets Milo had his 
ears cleaned. No demons 
were found in there, but by the 
noise he made it sounded more 
like the vet was performing brain 
surgery without anaesthetic. It 
took three of us to get the job 
done: two of us to hold him still 
and lots of effort on the vet's be- 
half to do the cleaning. 

Then there was the injection. 
Ditto. 

F inally there was 'The T alk' in 
which a great secret was re- 
vealed: howto discipline our dog 
properly. From now on we will 
be following a simple three-step 
procedure that will (hopefully) 
set him on the straight and nar- 
row and does not require stones 
or water. A good telling-off af- 
ter the misdemeanour, followed 
by a sharp tap on the snout then 
isolation for a while should get 
the message through.

Cao de Ague Portugues 
(Portuguese Water Dog) 

In aneient times, the Portu- 
guese Water Dog could be found 
throughout the entire Portuguese 
eoast. Thereafter, due to continu- 
ous changes in fishing methods, 
the breed was loeated mainly in 
the Algarve region whieh is now 
considered as its original birth- 
place. Exeeptionally intelligent, it 
understands and obeys easily and 
happily any order given by its 
owner. An animal with impetu- 
ous disposition, wilful and coura- 
geous. It has a severe, penetrat- 
ing and attentive expression, as 
well as remarkable visual and 
scent abilities. An excellent and 
resistant swimmer and diver, it is 
the inseparable companion of the 
fisherman for whom it performs 
a multitude of tasks, both in fish- 
ing and in guarding and protect- 
ing its boat and property. While 
fishing, itwill willinglyjumpto sea 
to retrieve escaped fish, diving if 
necessary and likewise if a net 
breaks or a cable becomes loose. 
It is also used as a liaison between 
boats and shore or vice-versa, 
even at great distances. Coat: The 
whole body is abundantly covered 
with strong hair, with no under- 


coat. There are two varieties: one 
long and wavy and the other 
shorter and curly. The first is 
slightly shiny and woolly; the lat- 
ter is dense, lustreless and forms 
eompaet eylindrical curls. Colour: 
The coat is black or brown of vari- 
ous shades, or solid white. In this 
breedpartial elipping of the eoat, 
when it is too long, is typical. The 
hindquarters, the muzzle andpart 
of the tail are clipped, leaving a 
plume of full length hair at the tip 
of the tail. Height at withers: 
Males: 50 - 57 cm. Females: 43 - 
52 em. Weight: Males: 19 -25 kg. 
Females: 16 -22 kg. 

Barbado da Terceira 
(Terceira Cattle Dog) 

The "Barbado" probably 
evolved from dogs used in gath- 
ering wild eattle brought by the 
settlers since the 1 5th century in 
the Azores islands. Foyal com- 
panion to its owner, intelligent, 
easy to teach, joyful, docile and 
wilful. Coat: Fong, dense, slightly 
wavy, neither straight nor curled, 
with abundant undercoat all over 
the body. Colour: Yellow, grey, 
black, fawn and wolf grey in the 
pale, common and dark shades. 
Height at the withers: Males: 52- 
58 cm. Females: 48-54 cm. 
Weight: Males: 25-30 Kg. Fe- 
males: 2 1-26 Kg. 

Cao de Gado Transmontano 
(T ransmontano Mastiff) 

The origin ofthis breed is con- 
nected to the history of the Ibe- 
rian Mastiffs and its evolution is 
linked to themigrationroute of the 
herds towards new pasturages 
aeross the Iberian Peninsula. The 
Mastiff dog is of great size, very 
strong and rustie. In spite of its 
size and appearance this breed 
has a sound, docile, although quite 
reserved, temperament. It shows 
eaution without being aggressive, 
always calm and serene. It is an 
exceptional watch dog when 
guarding the herds against the 
attack of wolves, very aetive and 
permanently attentive in its task. 
Coat: The eoat is thick, plentiful 
and of medium length, with evi- 
dent undercoat. On the head, ears, 
muzzle and legs the eoat is shorter 
and finer in texture. The more 
common coat colours are white 
with black, yellow, fawn or wolf 
markings. These colours can be 
solid or brindled. Size, Males. 
74cm to 84 cm. Females: 66cm

Everyone has seen commer- 
cials comparing Macs and PCs, 
but how many users have actu- 
ally heard of or even tried a free 
alternative? Yes, you read cor- 
rectly, there is a free operating 
system available that is compa- 
rable to both Windows 7 and 
Mac OS X Leopard. 

Ubuntu 10.04 is the latest re- 
lease of the popular Ubuntu 
Linux operating system. 

Few cons exist except many 
popular Windows and Mac ap- 
plications are not compatible 
with Ubuntu. However, Ubuntu 
counters this with thousands of 
free, comparable applications. 
Another issue is actually obtain- 
ing the software. Y ou won’ t find 
it in stores. You must either 
download the installation file or 
order a CD. If you have a slow 
Internet connection, you’ 11 have 
to wait for the postal service to 
deliver your copy of Ubuntu. If 
you do download the installa- 




tion file, you must first place the 
disk image, or ISO, file on a CD 
or DVD in order to install it. 

Ubuntu 10.04 is the best ver- 
sion of Ubuntu thus far. Multi- 
tasking is much easier and faster, 
even with sluggish applications . 
The desktop appears similar to 
those of Windows 7 and Mac OS 
X Leopard. This helps non-Linux 
users acclimate to the new and 
foreign system. Installing 
Ubuntu 10.04 is made easy and 
straight-forward with the aid of 
a walk through wizard. The no- 
tification system has been 
tweaked, resulting in notifica- 


tions for almost every event. 
Some users love this, while oth- 
ers complain about the abun- 
dance of notifications. 

More themes are included in 
Ubuntu 10.04 than in previous 
versions to help customize 
your desktop and windows. To 
help further customize your 
desktop system and prevent fi- 
nancial ruin, literally thousands 
of open-source applications are 
available to download for free. 
Community support is avail- 
able to help users understand 
both Ubuntu and the free apps. 

Networking has been im- 


proved in Ubuntu 10.04, which 
was one reason many users still 
paid for above mentioned oper- 
ating systems. Wireless is recog- 
nized easily, without hassle. 
Add this to an extremely stable 
operating system without the 
dreaded blue screen many Win- 
dows users encounter, Ubuntu 
10.04 is definitely a desktop op- 
erating system contender, espe- 
cially with a price tag of zero 
euros.

French beans

These are among my favourite vegetables. More delicate and 
often less strithan runner beans, they are ideal as a hot accompa- 
niment or lightly steamed and then cooled to add to salad nicoise 
or in a mixed-bean salad with vinaigrette . 

They are ideal to grow in a small garden as many of them are 
dwarf, or in the ornamental garden, where the climbing varieties 
will twine around supports and produce pretty flowers before 
the pods. While most varieties are green, you can also grow yel- 
low, purple and cream beans.

they are 8cm tall and all danger of frost has passed. Grow dwarf 
beans in small blocks, where nearby plants will provide the nec- 
essary support. For climbers, use a wigwam or double rows of 
canes. 

French beans hate the cold, so if you have a cold snap (in the 
north) after planting them out, cover them with fleece until it’ s 
warmer. Mulch around the base to help minimise water loss, and 
take action to prevent slugs attacking the seedlings. 

Harvest pods when they snap crisply in half, and do it regu- 
larly to prolong cropping. Plant a few sweet peas among your 
beans to encourage pollinating insects and help increase the size 
of your crop.

You can help them by install- 
ing bamboo bee boxes and abum- 
ble bee house in your garden to 
give these beneficial insects some- 
where safe to hibemate,and plant 
bee-friendly borders. 

Bee populations generally are 
declining, largely due to the loss 
of wildflower habitats in which 
they thrive. Many argue that the 
extensive use of pesticides on 
farmland, which kills off the 
wildflowers, is a big contributor. 

Bumblebees are major 
pollinators of most of our 
wildflowers and crops. If they 
continue to disappear the plants 
will set less seed, resulting in 
sweeping changes to the coun- 
tryside, according to the Bum- 
blebee Conservation Trust. 

So we needto do our bit in our 
own gardens and it is relatively 
easy to create a bee-friendly bor- 
der. Bees need flowers from 
spring to autumn, but they have 
to be the right types of flowers. 

Exotic, highly cultivated hy- 
brid varieties are often lacking in

pollen, while many popular sum- 
mer bedding choices, including 
pelargoniums, busy lizzies and 
begonias, are also of little benefit 
to the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage garden 
plants or wildflowers rich in nec- 
tar, such as hollyhocks, lupins, 
lavender and catmint, verbascum, 
snapdragon and sedum, to attract 
these creatures. 

Other great magnets for bees 
include thyme, heather, purple 
sage, sunflowers, honeysuckle. 
Verbena bonariensis, cranesbill 
geraniums andborage. Daisy- like 
blooms with big open flowers are 
often rich in nectar, so you can’t 
go wrong with michaelmas dai- 
sies, mdbeckias and asters. 

Wildflower choices might in- 
clude poppies, mallow, ranuncu- 
lus ficaria, salvia pratensis, 
knautia arvensis and lamium 
purpureum, while bulbs such as 
alliums, crocus, grape hyacinth 
and chionodoxa luciliae will all at- 
tract bees. 

Plant sweetpeas alongside 
climbing beans to encourage a 
better crop. The bees will be at- 
tracted to the sweetpea flowers 
and are then more likely to polli- 
nate the beans as well. 

Bumblebee species differ in the 
length of their tongues, and as a 
result prefer different flowers, so 
it’ s important to grow a range of 
different things. 

Avoid elaborate double flow- 
ered varieties as some are bred 
without male and female parts, 
while others have so many pet- 


als bees can’t reach the nectar and 
pollen to collect it. This is the 
mainreason why single dahlias are 
popular with many bees, while 
doubles are frequently ignored. 

Plants growing in sunny, shel- 
tered spots are more likely to be 
visited by bees than those grow- 
ing in shaded or windsweptplaces. 
Low-growing plants such as her- 
baceous perennials are more at- 
tractive to bees if grown in large 
clumps or patches, rather than be- 
ing scattered among other plants. 

Design your garden so it offers 
a continuous succession of flow- 
ers providing nectar and pollen 
throughout the year, including 
some nectar-rich plants which 


flower early or late, such as win- 
ter aconites, which are a vital 
early source of nectar for bees 
emerging from hibernation. 

If you want a change from a 
high-maintenance lawn, turn a 
section of it into a wildflower 
meadow, planting spring-flow- 
ering bulbs such as the snake’s 
head fritillary and wildflowers 
such as the cowslip, ragged robin 
and wood anemone. Y on can still 
create an informal path through 
the area with your mower. 

If you grow the right plants, 
even in the smallest space, your 
garden should soon be buzzing 
with activity.

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Suzuki SX4 

Perfect crossover 

The SX4 is a cross between a small 
hatchback and a mini SUV. The raised 
driving position, lofty stance and spacious 
cabin all make the car quite unique. 



If you want to get ahead in the 
car business, small is the biggest 
game in town. Superminis, com- 
pact hatchbacks, call them what 
you want, the small car sector is 
the one to be in. 

The trade off is that there’s 
little in the way of genuine vari- 
ety. Sure, style-wise there’s 
much to differentiate one 
supermini from the next, but at 
the end of the day you’re still 
driving a supermini. And if you 
want a small car with a bit of at- 
titude or go anywhere ability 
it’ s a case of getting something, 
well, bigger. 

Which is why cars like 
Suzuki’ s SX4 have managed to 
carve out a successful niche for 
themselves. Presenting a notice- 
ably more rugged face to the 
world while managing to retain 


the same footprint as a conven- 
tional supermini, the SX4s of 
this world offer some-thing a lit- 
tle different. 

Different yes - but also differ- 
ent in a good way. Choice is al- 
ways welcome in the car busi- 


ness, but cars such as the SX4 
must deliver what the marketing- 
speak promises. Suzuki has 
form in the small car market so 
this isn’ t an issue. From city cars 
to compact 4x4s, the Japanese 
firm has made a good living from 
this end of the business. 

The SX4 is, if you like, a cross 
between a small hatchback and a 
mini SUV. All the tell-tale clues 
are present: the high roofline, 
raised driving position, chunky 
styling and all- wheel drive. This 
latter feature might only present 
on one variant, but for anyone 
with a need for such it sure beats 
having to manhandle something 
larger on country lanes . 

First let’ s consider the front- 
wheel drive SX4; it’ s more than 
just a ‘soft-roader’ for the city. 
The raised driving position. 


lofty stance and spacious cabin 
all make perfect sense in the city 
where visibility is often at a pre- 
mium and getting down into and 
up out of a regular car can be a 
chore - and a genuine pain for 
some. 



Nelson Piquet Jr 
joins Aurora 
Racing Team 



Nelson Piquet Jr., former Formula 1 driver, 
has joined the Aurora Racing Team to 
compete in the Spanish GT categories. 


Just as his father did. Nelson 
Piquet Junior competed in For- 
mula 1 racing but left after a 
strange accident in the Singa- 
pore Grand Prix in 2008, which 
became one of the biggest For- 
mula 1 scandals ever. 

On Saturday May P', the 
former Formula 1 driver drove 
the team’s Ferrari F430, which 
is currently leading the Spanish 
GT2 Championship, at the Al- 
garve MotorPark. 

Piquet Junior currently com- 
petes in the United States, in the 
Nascar Trucks category, but 


will also be joining Alvaro 
Parente at the Aurora Racing 
Team, “I have known Alvaro for 
a long time, for around seven 
years and we get on well. I hope 
we continue to gain more victo- 
ries with this competitive team” 
said the Brazilian driver. 

For now. Piquet Junior has 
only guaranteed his presence in 
the last event of the Spanish GT 
in Barcelona, but has said he 
might participate in others if 
dates don’t coincide with his 
U.S. Nascar Trucks champion- 
ship.

With the ease of use box 
ticked, next consider the car’ s 
performance. There’ s a straight- 
forward choice between a thor- 
oughly revised 120 horsepower 
1.6-petrol unit and a 90 horse- 
power 1.6-litre diesel. If you 
plan on racking up the miles, the 
diesel probably the better op- 
tion. 

For more urban-centric mo- 
toring the petrol unit is an excel- 
lent all-rounder. Improved per- 
formance, economy and refine- 
ment have made it a more rounded 
proposition now, and it’s also 
the engine used in the all- wheel 
drive SX4. 

Now, this might appear like 
overkill, but there’s a lot to be 
said for all-weather ability. You 
don’t have to be stuck in snow 
to reap the benefit, as even wet, 
leaf-strewn roads have the po- 
tential to cause a problem. Also, 
if you happen to live or travel in 
rural areas, something small and 
economical like the SX4 can 
make more sense than a bulky, 
traditional 4x4 - why use a 


sledgehanuner to crack a nut, af- 
ter all. 

And the SX4 - in all-wheel 
drive SZ5 trim - is so easy to live 
with. A simple rocker switch ac- 
tivates the 4x4 mode, giving you 
the option of on-demand all- 
wheel drive when you lose trac- 
tion, full 4x4 lock and a front- 
drivemode. 

A genuinely versatile, practi- 
cal and easy to drive car, Suzuki’ s 
SX4 might appear to be a left- 
field choice in the supermini sec- 
tor but the more you examine it, 
the more it makes sense. You 
don’t need to live at the top of a 
mountain to make the most of it, 
while it feels just at home on the 
motorway as it does bounding 
along muddy country paths. 

By way of a deal-breaker, for 
2010 Suzuki has spruced up the 
car’ s interior, improved equip- 
ment levels and pohshed the car’ s 
exterior by way of more colour- 
coded trim. For the asking price, 
this is a small car that genuinely 
punches above its weight.

collapse back into bed. 

But the high I felt a week later 
as I headed home seven pounds 
lighter was worth every drop of 
sweat. 

It wasn’t just the weight loss 
which made me feel fantastic, it 
was more the sense of achieve- 
ment I felt at having completed 
everything the ex-Marine instmc- 
tors had asked me to do. 

Dixie and Reggie gave us no 
timetable of activities and sim- 
ply told us what time to be ready 
and what to wear. It sounds harsh 
but means you don’ t get a chance 
to worry about what’ s ahead. 

We were warned that the first 
few days would be the hardest, 


felt hungry after all the skipping, 
walking and squatting and gob- 
bled down every dairy and 
wheat-free meal as soon as they 
collected it from the villa’s 
kitchen. 

Others, like me, struggled to 
eat so soon after a workout and 
often felt too queasy to swallow 
more than a few mouthfuls.

from pretty pathetic to actually 
having some pace to them. 

Spending the week suffering 
hunger pangs was my main con- 
cern as I flew to Spain, but I found 
the only time I had a chance to feel 
hungry was in the evening, after 
the last session of circuit train- 
ing, walking or sprinting around 
the attractive resort. 

The food was delicious, but 
the portions were smaller than I 
would have served myself and on 
the first night my stomach was 
left wondering where the rest of 
its dinner was. 

If I’d been at home, I would 
have raided the fridge or kitchen 
cupboards for something to nib- 
ble on but there was no chance of

knewlwastryingmybestto stag- 
ger up the hill or squeeze out a few 
more press-ups made all the ef- 
fort worthwhile. 

That said, it was always a re- 
lief to see the friendly face of 
Paula Denvir, who made us laugh 
as we burned calories and toned 
up during aqua aerobics in the 
villa’s pool, and Swiss ball and 
pilates sessions. 

I started one Swiss ball session 
feeling exhausted and grumpy, 
but was laughing by the end after 
bouncing about on the inflatable 
ball. 

Laughing, and sometimes cry- 
ing, together made boot camp a 
real bonding experience and I 
have made some good friends. I 
also have some very happy 
memories. 

Among the most vivid was try- 
ing to pick out the constellations 
as we gazed at the starry skies 
before a 7am walk. 

Another was sitting eating our 
snack - two squares of dark 
chocolate - at the peak of Lion 
Mountain after a long and chal- 
lenging walk which ended with a 
scramble to the rocky sununit. 

I’ll also never forget trying to 
run up and down a beautiful beach 


on legs that felt like lead, or laugh- 
ing as I tried to get the hang of 
steering a kayak. 

I’ve found it virtually impos- 
sible to keep up the regime back 
in England once real-life gets in the 
way, but boot camp has probably 
changed me forever. 

I now realise that I can exercise 
when I’m tired or hungry even if 
it’ s just for a short burst but, more 
importantly, after achieving all 
that I did that week, I’ ve now re- 
alised I’m much tougher than I 
thought.

Give blood, save lives 


Improve your health 


For the first time since it was established the International Algarve 
Fair will feature a blood drive, organised in association with the 
Western Algarve Association for Blood Donors (ADSBA), to be carried 
out at the fair on June 5^*" and 6^^ 


The British are known as a nation of animal-lovers, and almost one in 
two households owns a pet. Experts share with Rebecca Seales the 
remarkable health benefits of pet ownership, concluding that the 
relationship benefits are definitely reciprocal. 


Collections will take place at 
the following times: Saturday 
from 15h30to IShOO, and Sun- 
day, 1 IhOOto 14h00and 15h30 
to IShOO. 

Blood donations are used in 
most hospitals on a daily basis, 
for a number of medical inter- 
ventions, but ultimately save 
lives. 

Summer is a particularly de- 
manding season on resources, 
when the regional population 
soars, road traffic increases, 
and blood stocks need boost- 
ing. 

Anyone with in good health, 
with a healthy lifestyle, aged 
between 1 8 and 65 and a weight 
of 50 kilos or over can give 
blood. Men can donate every 
three months (four times per 
year) and women every four 
months (three times per year). 

First-time donors must not 
be over 60 years-of-age. 

As at any given time most 
people have between five and 
six litres of blood circulating 


throughout their bodies. Any 
donations are rapidly and natu- 
rally replaced by the organism. 
Furthermore, it is not possible to 
catch any disease via blood do- 
nations as all material is used once 
then discarded. 

There are, nevertheless, several 
conditions that apply to poten- 
tial donors and may prevent them 
from giving blood. 

Anyone who has injected 
drugs, had sex in exchange for 
money or drugs, or have had mul- 
tiple sexual partners are, for then- 
own safety, asked not to give 
blood, as are people who have the 
HIV virus or chronic hepatitis. 

Other people prevented from 
giving blood include sufferers of 
the Creutzfeldt- Jakob disease 
and/or variants of it; people with 
insulin-dependent diabetes, very 
high blood pressure, or who have 
had Malaria in the past three 
years. 

Women who have given 
birth in the past six months or 
who are breast feeding are also 


not allowed to give blood, as 
well as anyone who has had 
an operation, endoscopy, a 
new piercing or tattoo or a 
new sexual partner in the past 
six months. 

Blood donations for the 
month of February hit an all- 
time high this year (22,702 
units), having registered signifi- 
cantly higher takings than in 
other months of February from 
the previous three years. Re- 
source s f or February 2010 were 
only surpassed by March and 
May 2009, when collections 
reached 23,895 and 23,262 
units respectively.

cholesterol levels than people 
without pets. 

Considering that more than 
70,000 people in England die 
each year from heart disease, a 
condition exacerbated by 
stress-related spikes in blood 
pressure, having a pet certainly 
seems like a healthy idea. 

It has been shown that pets 
can also help relieve everyday 
stresses which can, in some cir- 
cumstances, lead to more pro- 
found health problems such as 
insomnia and depression. 

In 1 999, the State University 
of New York in Buffalo con- 
ducted a study of 48 stock bro- 
kers with high blood pressure. 

All were taking medication 
for their condition, and half 
were given a pet to live with as 
well. When subjected to chal- 
lenges designed to increase their 
stress - such as arguing their 
way out of a shop-lifting charge 
- the stockbrokers with pets ex- 
perienced a smaller rise in blood 
pressure than their pet-less 
counterparts. 

Learn to relax, with a 
fish 

Have you ever wondered why 
fish are so often a feature of den- 
tists’ waiting rooms? 

In 1985, a study published in 
the American Journal of Clinical 
Hypnosis revealed that fish are 


at least as successful as hypno- 
sis for the purposes of calming 
dental patients. Those patients 
who had watched fish in the 
waiting room even required less 
pain medication during surgery. 

Children with hyperactivity 
disorder and Alzheimer’s pa- 
tients both exhibit calmer behav- 
iour when free to gaze at 
brightly-coloured fish. 

Clinical Psychologist, Jane 
Fossey, of the Alzheimer’ s So- 
ciety and Society for Compan- 
ion Animal Studies, says there 
is evidence that watching fish 
can improve the nutritional in- 
take of people with Alzheimer’ s 
by around 21%. 

“Sometimes people can lose 
weight because of Alzheimer’ s 
as it can mean they move around 
a lot or forget whether they have 
eaten. Watching the fish makes 
people more restful, and there- 
fore more likely to sit down and 
take time to eat. 

“If patients are able to look af- 
ter the fish themselves, this pro- 
vides further advantages, be- 
cause it gives them the chance to 
care for something, rather al- 
ways being the care recipients. 

Tasks like feeding fish also al- 
low family and staff to engage 
with dementia sufferers in the 
here-and-now, rather than chal- 
lenging them to remember the 
past, she adds. 


Dumb animals can 
make kids smarter and 
healthier 

It’ s a well-known fact that most 
kids love pets. Researchers at 
Warwick University found that 
four and five-year-olds with ani- 
mals at home take 18% fewer sick 
days off school. 

Jo- Ann Fowler, director of the 
Society for Companion Animal 
Studies, notes : “There is research 
to show that children who are ex- 
posed to pets within the first year 
of their life have a lower incidence 
of hay fever and asthma and are 
less likely to develop allergies to 
animals.” 

There are also emotional ben- 
efits, Fowler says. 

“The companionship that pets 
provide can have a calming influ- 
ence on children during stressful 
periods in their lives. For example, 
there is evidence that children cope 
better with divorce when they 
have a pet.” 

Tracy Genever, children’ s edu- 
cation officer at pet charity The 
Blue Cross, says that having apet 
from ayoung age canhelp children 
to learn to care for another being 
and give them a sense of responsi- 
bility. 

“WeknowfromThe Blue Cross 
education talks we give in schools 
that children often form very strong 
bonds with their pets,” she says. 

“They can learn a lot by em- 
pathising and being sensitive to 
their pet’ s emotions and this can 
improve their social skills and 
help them build relationships 
with people.” 
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You're never lonely 
with a pet 

Psychologist, Dr Anne 
McBride, who researches the 
bond between humans and ani- 
mals, believes that pets can do a 
lot to reduce loneliness. 

“A pet can be a great compan- 
ion, and age or disability should 
be no barrier to pet ownership . It 
may be that you need to consider 
your choice of pet carefully, but 
owning a new breed or species 
can be viewed as an adventure, an 
opportunity to learn about a new 
type of animal and develop a re- 
lationship with a creature never 
before considered.” 


According to statistics from 
The Pet Care Trust, pensioners 
who own their own pets make 
21% fewer visits to the doctor 
than those without pets. 

But it’ s not always necessary 
to own your own animal to make 
a health gain. The charity Pets as 
Therapy (PAT) organise thera- 
peutic visits, taking calm, 
friendly dogs and cats to hospi- 
tals, hospices, and care homes. 
Their latest initiative is being 
pioneered at Her Majesty’s 
Prison Hindley , a Y oung Offend- 
ers ’ Institute, where it is hoped 
that the presence of a dog will 
relax the teenage inmates. 


A recent study by the charity 
set out to measure the effects of 
a PAT visit on a person’s mood, 
to better measure the benefits of 
the 130,000 visits to people, 
every week, across the country. 

PAT surveyed participating 
residents in nursing homes or 
day centres, aged between 62 
and 95. Each respondent was 
asked to fill in a questionnaire 
profiling their moods, and the 
results showed that individuals 
who spent just 10 minutes with 
their visiting dog experienced 
significant reductions in anxi- 
ety, depression, and confusion, 
among other benefits.

Don’t be flummoxed by flow- 
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Sweets on a shoestring 


Cooking to impress can be a daunting experience, and with certain 
celebrity chefs urging ustotry all sorts of far-fetched and elaborate 
creations, it can seem downright hopeless. This Morning's Phil 
Vickery explainstoTom Lowe why good food needn't be difficuitto 
make, and howyou can make puddings thattrump the pros by using 
basic off-the-shelf products. 



The piece de resistance of a 
successful dinner party is often 
the dessert - but as any host pre- 
pared to come clean will tell you, 
the sweet course is the most 
likely to come from a carefully 
hidden supermarket wrapper. 

The sad thing is that so many 
crowd-pleasing puds can be made 
with minimal effort by even the 
most blundering cooks - and all 
using products many people as- 
sociate with post-war rationing. 

"I was always brought up with 
condensed milk and it was always 
the done thing," says celebrity 
chef Phil Vickery, whose own 
grandmother used it to make 
home-made ice cream. 

"As a pastry chef, when you 
discover an ingredient this good 
and this versatile, you know 
you're onto something. It's such 


a great tool in your armoury. " 

Treated at high pressure and 
with intense heat, condensed 
milk is cow's milk with water re- 
moved and sugar added - and is 
perhaps more typically found in 
a charity hamper than in a 
Michelin- starred chefs kitchen 
cupboard. 

But Vickery, who makes regu- 
lar appearances on This Morn- 
ing and Ready, Steady, Cook, 
says condensed milk - and its 
close relatives, evaporated milk 
and dulce de leche - are the cheat's 
way of trumping pros who are 
too snooty to buy from a super- 
market shelf. 

"It's about chemistry, it's the 
structure," he says. 

"A lot of chefs think they can 
do better than a shop-bought 
product, but they can't. If you 
were to put 10 chefs in here now, 
they wouldn't be able to tell the 
difference." 

It's a claim the 48-year-old's 
even willing to stake his reputa- 
tion on: he's devised a range of 
recipes using the products and 
says anyone can make them. 

The husband of TV presenter 


Fern Britton, Vickery is one of an 
elite circle of chefs to have bagged 
a Michelin star four years in a 
row, so it seemed only right to test 
his theory. 

First up in the taste test is 
chocolate banoffee pie - a con- 
cept so eccentric, says Vickery, 
that it could only have been 
dreamed up by the Brits. 

Starting off with a cheesecake- 
type base, made from melted 
butter and crushed digestive bis- 
cuits, seems straightforward 
enough. It's when the rest of the 
recipe turns out to consist of mix- 
ing melted chocolate with the 
dulce de leche, and topping it with 
sliced bananas and whipped 
cream, that you realise how sim- 
ple banoffee pie is. 

Perhaps, then, the eloquent- 
looking lemon pos set would pose 
more of a challenge. 

This dessert, like a cool, sweet 
lemon mousse, calls for whisking 
condensed milk and double cream 
together, adding lemon juice, and 
whisking some more until thick. 
The chemical balance of the com- 
bination means you won't need a 
separate setting agent, but a 
slight degree of patience is re- 
quired: It needs to be chilled be- 
fore serving with mint leaves and 
granulated sugar. 

The favourites of the day - and 
the most fun for sharing round the 


office - are the raspberry and 
white chocolate chunk cookies . 

A cookie is different to a bis- 
cuit in its consistency: Abiscuit 
is crunchy while a cookie should 
be softer. The biggest threat to 
success here is losing runaway 
raspberries off the edges of your 
dough, which is made by mixing 
butter, sugar and condensed milk 
and adding the chocolate chunks . 
The key, explains Vickery, is to 
press the fruit into the middle 
and fold the dough around it. 
They take about 15 minutes in 
the oven and come out wonder- 
fully gooey. 

These recipes might not be the 
healthiest, but then they are des- 
serts - and they're inexpensive 
to make.

Lemon posset 


(Serves 4-6) 


Preparation time: 10 minutes 
Chilling time: Approximately 1 hour 
For the posset: 

397g can Carnation Condensed Milk 
1 50ml double cream 

Finely grated zest and juice of 4 large unwaxed lemons (about 1 50ml) 

For garnish: 


Itbsp chopped mint leaves 
Itsp granulated sugar 
Squeeze of lemon juice 

Whisk the condensed milk 
and cream together until thick 
and very light; 4 or 5 minutes. 

Add the lemon juice and zest 
and whip for a few seconds 
only as the mixture will thicken 
very quickly.

To serve, muddle the mint 
leaves with the sugar and lemon 


juice and sprinkle a little onto 
the lemon cream.

Raspberry and white chocolate chunk cookies 

Ingredients: 

225g unsalted butter, softened 
225g caster sugar 

170g tube Carnation Condensed Milk 
350g self-raising flour 
150g white chocolate, chopped 
175g punnet raspberries 

Preheat the oven to 1 80 degree Celsius/Gas Mark 4. 


In a large bowl, cream the but- 
ter and sugar, until pale and 
then stir in the condensed milk.

Place onto parchment lined 
baking trays, spacing well apart 
and bake for about 15-18 minutes 
oruntil golden brown at the edges, 
but still a little soft. 

Leave to cool slightly and set 
before transferring to a cooling 
rack. 

The dough without the rasp- 
berries will keep in the fridge for 
2-3 days or for about 1 month in 
the freezer - freeze in small 
slightly flattened chunks and bake 
as required.

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It all comes down to the final round 



With only one round remaining until the end of the football season, FC 
Porto have forced Benf ica to take their Liga Sagres run for victory to the 
last round after beating them 3-1 . It is good news for the Algarve as 
Olhanense managed to maintain their place in the Liga Sagres and 
Portimonensemightalsobejoining Portugal'stop leaguefootball. 


Three points separate the top 
two in Liga Sagres, with Benfica 
only needing a draw against Rio 
Ave, who are placed in eleventh, 
to claim the title. 

Benfica’ s celebrations were 
delayed by FC Porto on Sunday 
as they beat the ‘Reds’ 3-1, with 
Bragakeeping the pressure on as 
their victory against Pagos de 
Ferreira by 1-0 pushed them 
three points closer to Benfica. If 
Braga equals Benfica on points 
this weekend, Braga will be na- 
tional champions as they beat 
Benfica in direct confrontation. 


Good news for Olhanense as 
they have managed to keep their 
place in top flight football after 
their first season in Liga Sagres, 
guaranteeing their place by beat- 
ing Leixoes 1 -0, who will now be 
relegated, together with 
Belenenses, to the Liga de Honra. 

The Liga de Honra winners 
have not yet been decided either, 
with four teams facing the possi- 
bility of being promoted to the 
Liga Sagres, one of which being 
Portimonense, who only need a 
draw to guarantee their promo- 
tion to Liga Sagres. 


They are currently in second 
with the same points as Beira-
